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SOME DOUBTS ON THERMAL INSULATION 


ENERAL adoption of good standards of thermal insulation in all buildings 
would save the country enormous quantities of fuel. That is axiomatic. 

But whether Parliament is going the right way about it is open to doubt. The 
Thermal Insulation (Industrial Buildings) Act, 1957, and the Thermal Insulation 
(Dwellings) Bill introduce a stranger—the Minister of Power—into the field 
of building regulation. He has to prescribe standards which the local authorities 
have to see applied to new factories and, if the Bill becomes law, 


lo new 
dwellings. 


Hitherto, regulation of the structure of buildings has been a matter, in 
England and Wales, for the Ministry of Housing and Local Government, and 
in Scotland, for the Department of Health for Scotland. The Model Building 
By-laws of both departments prescribe standards of thermal insulation of 
dwellings. It is true that these standards are very low, but it would seem simpler 
to step them up and extend them to other buildings instead of introducing a 
new Act, a new Minister, a new set of regulations and, presumably, more civil 
servants to cope with it all. It is not inconceivable that a building owner, 
wishing to appeal against an adverse decision by a local authority in respect of a 
proposed roof, would have to appeal to one Minister about its structure and 
to another about its insulation materials. We need simplification of the 
machinery of building law, not Heath Robinsonian additions. 


The Ministry of Power have recently published the draft of the Regulations 
under the Thermal Insulation (Industrial Buildings) Act which are to come 
into force in January, 1959. The prescribed U-values are reasonable and embrace 
practically all the systems of factory roof decking and cladding incorporating 
insulation that are at present in use. These the Act merely blesses by implication. 
But there is some extremely ambiguous wording in the section dealing with fire 
risk—wording so vague that officers of local authorities will certainly interpret 
it in a variety of ways. 


There are no standards of fire safety for factory roofs, no comprehensive BS 
test for built-up roof deckings and no consensus of expert opinion. Moreover, 
the actual risk depends primarily on the fire hazard of the process inside the 
building. A roof that would be dangerous with some processes might be quite 
safe with others. To put decisions on such a matter into the hands of individual 
local authority officers will merely add to the tribulations of architects and to the 
volume of appeals to the Minister (of Power, be it noted) who presumably must 
appoint a corpus of Inspectors parallel with that of the Ministry of Housing. 


Most of the factory roof decking and cladding systems in common use are 
proprietary. Why should not the makers of these present their designs to the 
Minister of Power for approval, the Ministry issuing a list of approved designs 
as is done with domestic solid fuel appliances? This would force the Ministry 
to interpret their own Regulations and forestall a vast volume of argument 
with the officers of local authorities. The basis on which the Ministry made its 
assessment would hardly matter, the opinion of his officers (after, we hope, 
full consultation with the BRS and the Joint Fire Research Organisation) being 
as good as anyone else’s on the matter of fire hazard. 


As for the Thermal Insulation (Dwellings) Bill, is it too late to hope that its 
powers will be transferred to the Ministry of Housing and Local Government? 
If the Bill is passed, presumably the present low standards now in the Model 
By-laws will have to be raised to conform with the new ones, because two 
differing sets of standards, each administered by a different Minister, would be 
merely silly. This is something which could have been done in the first place.

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VICTORL 1N ARCHITECTURE IN PERSPECTIVE 
THEN does architecture become historically significant? The Historical 
Monuments Commission, when it was set up in 1908, decided to exclude 
everything later than 1700, though the date was afterwards advanced to 1714 
to take in work of the Wren school. Those other great surveys, the Victoria 
County History and the Survey of London, include buildings of considerably 
later date. Someone has said that everything becomes history after the lapse 

of 100 years; there is certainly a sense of fulfilment about that rounded figure. 

Victorian architecture, for which no epithet was too derisive in Edwardian 
times, and even later, is now a matter of cultural interest; even the Albert 
Memorial is no longer ridiculed. Victorian furniture is becoming antique, 
Victorian paintings and objets-d’art that the connoisseurs would not look at a 
few years ago now fetch high prices in the sale rooms. There is, in fact, a 
rapidly growing cult of the Victorian, artificially worked up in part, no doubt, 
by those who have a business interest in it, but to a large extent genuine owing 
to the mere lapse of time. 

Unfortunately, old buildings, unlike portable works of art, do not increase 
their value with age; they lose it. Often their fate is to become redundant or 
obsolescent, and if there are no restraints the financiers will ruthlessly tear 
them down, whatever their architectural merits, in order to turn their 
sites to more profitable account. How much Victorian architecture can 
we afford to lose? The fate of Georgian London provides an example and 
warning. In Central London, as Mr. John Summerson pointed out in his 
excellent paper at the RICS last week (some extract from it is given on page 664), 
all the squares except Bedford-square have been cut up. (Even Bedford-square, 
according to rumour, is not likely to remain intact much longer.) Mr. Summer- 
son doubted whether any large area of Georgian London could now be pre- 
served, though he hoped that we might be able to keep a few complete streets 
in addition to the finest houses. 

Obviously, Victorian architecture is open to a good deal of further depletion 
before it is reduced to a state at all comparable with that of the Georgian period. 
Much of it was lost in the bombing, and much more is going and will continue 
to go of economic necessity. 
Victorian buildings that ‘never would be missed” except by the preservation 
fanatics. But there is bound to be a lot of controversy about what can be 
allowed to go as the rows over the Imperial Institute, the St. James’s Theatre, 
and the Albert Bridge have lately shown. Sentimental emotion is apt to carry 
more weight than cold judgment in these affairs. 

To preserve what is deserving of preservation and to reduce controversy to a 
minimum, policy needs to be very carefully thought out. The works of men 
such as Cockerell, Barry, Pugin, Street, Butterfield, Pearson and a small handful 
of others would probably receive a unanimous vote from the experts. Mr. 
Summerson would extend the list, as to some of their works at least, to later 
Victorians (and Edwardians) such as Shaw, Voysey and Mackintosh. For the 


moment at least there is no point in drawing up sacrosanct lists of men and 
works, but we need to be, and no doubt shall be, alert to the danger of assaults 
on the Victorian heritage that undoubtedly lie ahead. Noone would now think 
of assessing the quality and historical value of works of architecture by arbitrary 
dates.

Planning Petrol Stations 
({AREFUL control is to be exercise. jt 
seems, over the new motorways’ 
service buildings. On the first section of 
the London-Yorkshire road these areas 
are planned at approximately 12-mile 
intervals on each side, with slipways for 


No other frontage development 
will be permitted. This is good news, as 
also that the motorways will be land-

CONTROL of the new motorways is to 
be compulsory; not so that over existing 
trunk roads where, subject to local plan- 
ning control, buildings and advertisement 
hoardings may continue to be put up. 
Particularly in evidence are the myriad 
petrol-filling stations which, seemingly on 
no rational plan, dot themselves about our 
trunk roads. All too many of these are 
less serviceable to the car driver than 
they should be in that only one brand 
of petrol is sold. This is one of the several 
points of advice offered to local planning 
authorities in a Circular (25/58) issued 
by the Ministry of Housing and Local 


Government. Others are the effect on 
traffic flow and road safety; the effect on 
amenity; and the importance of seeing 


that any proposal for a filling station is 
not at variance with the development 
plan. The circular gives some good 
advice on siting and layout. We shall 
hope that the following advice may 
especially be heeded: ‘The Minister 
would not regard the absence of a pump 
supplying a particular brand of petrol as 
constituting of itself a need for another 
station.’ Perhaps instead of multiplica- 
tion of these single-petrol pumps we 
could have a reduction in the price of 
petrol!

Firm-Price Tendering, London 


}OVERNMENT REQUIREMENT of firm- 
price tenders has not caused any real 
upset so far as members of the London 
Master Builders’ Association are con- 
cerned, to judge by reports which we 
gather have reached headquarters. Quite 
a number of builders who were worried 
by the Minister of Works’ policy have 
now declared themselves as highly pleased 
with the way it is working out. In their 
view it has led to a much greater measure 
of advanced planning; it has enabled them 

» deal somewhat more firmly with sup- 
pliers; it has helped the job along from 
the point of organisation of the contract: 
and it is leading to quicker settlement of 
iccounts. In view of this, the Association 
has decided to discontinue the request for 
quarterly returns on the subject of firm- 
price tendering, though it would welcome 
regular information on the extent to 
which planning in advance is being done 
and whether the system does in fact lead 
to speedier settlements.

It WOULD BE MISLEADING, Of course, to 
create an impression that the return to 
firm prices is at all general. The number 
of contracts so being placed is, however, 
growing, and an early settlement of the 
outstanding wage claims will do much to 
encourage more building owners and 
committees to proceed with their schemes 
on a firm price basis and builders to 
respond. A typical case where uncertainty 
has had a delaying effect is Essex County 
Council which has deferred its experi- 
mental return to firm prices for buildings 
up to £10,000 until the wage claim 
question is resolved, and a period of wage 
Stability can be expected.

The Monorail’s Inventor 


To the Editor of The Builder 


GIR, —I recall the overhead monorail at 

Victoria Station, Manchester, about 
which Mr. V. Simmons writes in your 
issue of March 28. It had no con- 
nection whatever with the proposed 
Manchester and Liverpool Electric Rail- 
way which your editorial footnote 
suggested. It carried luggage in skips 
suspended beneath the driver’s compart- 
ment, and its operations provided much 
entertainment for the waiting passengers 
on the platform below, especially the 
small boys like myself fifty-odd years 
ago. 

I believe that this monorail was in 
existence after the first war but all traces 
certainly disappeared in the bombing of 
the station in the last war. In my 
endeavour to obtain some further 
information about it I was told that all 
records were destroyed either by enemy 
action or by a subsequent fire and an 
official of 46 years’ experience could not 
recall it, but I have the impression that 
it survived the 1914-18 war.

Columbia Market 
To the Editor of The Builder 


QIR, — Many students of Victorian 

architecture must have been shocked 
to learn from a recent Press report that, 
under the County of London Develop- 
ment Plan, Columbia Market, Bethnal 
Green, is likely to be demolished to make 
way for a County College. This proposal 
focuses attention sharply on a problem 
that is becoming increasingly urgent, 
namely, what should be preserved of 
our enormous legacy of Victorian 
architecture. 

Built in 1866-69 at the behest of that 
munificent if rather misguided philan- 
thropist, Baroness Burdett-Coutts, from the 
designs of H. A. Darbishire, at a cost of 
£200,000, for the sale of cheap food to the 
local inhabitants, the Market, unfortunately, 
was never a success. Few of the shops were 
taken and the place had to be closed. For 
a time the hall then served as the head- 
quarters of the East London Church Poly- 
technic, but again fell out of use. Twenty 
years ago it was acquired by the London 
County Council and has been used as a 
depot and store ever since. Must this 
remarkable building now be given over to 
the housebreakers? 

In his Penguin book on London, Dr. 
Pevsner describes it as ‘easily the most 
spectacular piece of design in Bethnal Green 
and one of the great follies of the Victorian 
Age ...a structure as proud as any Flemish 
Guildhall of the prosperous Middle Ages,’ 
adding that it ‘should be preserved at all 
cost and made some reasonable use of.’ 

1 note from a report in The Times that 
Mr. John Summerson, in a recent lecture 
at the Royal Institution of Chartered Sur- 
veyors, referred to it as an ‘extraordinary 
white elephant.’

LAYMAN. 
Architects and ‘Spec’ Housing 
To the Editor of The Builder 


QIR, — Mr. Nellist is right (your last 

issue) in saying that ‘ architects and 
builders working together could produce 
housing which is both economical and 
up to date as long as they respect and try 
1o understand each other's viewpoint.’ But 
in the words italicised is the rub. Archi- 
tects by and large hold the view that 
speculative builders are artistic yahoos; 
the builders are often of the opinion that 
architects’ sense of design is incompre- 
hensible and, anyway, that they are sold 
on the ‘ one-off’ or individual house, and 
have no understanding of the uses of 
repetitive design and formal layout which 
enable the speculative builder’s long 
suits of cheap and quick erection to be 
brought into play. 

Moving about the country as I do, it 
is depressing to see that speculative housing 
is going up that is fully as characterless as 
anything that was built between the wars. 
I do not believe it to be true that improved 
design will not sell (there is, in fact, quite 
a volume of evidence to the contrary), but 
the problem remains, how to persuade specu- 
lative builders to alter their designs ard 
methods. We must hope that the forth- 
coming conference, ‘ Design Pays,’ at the 
RIBA next month, will produce some work- 
able ideas.

i lee memorial building and headquarters of the 
TUC, known as Congress House, was officially 
opened on March 27, 1958. (For a detailed descrip- 
tion see ‘The Builder,’ January 17.) 

After the opening the sculpture by Sir Jacob Ep- 
stein was shown for the first time. It is a memorial 
to all trade unionists who lost their lives in the two 
world wars. The group was carved on site from a 
single 10-ton block of Roman stone, and the pedestal 
and base are faced with the same material. 

The memorial wall fills one side of the central 
courtyard around which the building is planned. At 
the flanks of the wall and across the top a screen of 
Pyrex glass rods permits diffused light to enter the 
courtyard and silhouette the wall. 

At the top of the wall (85 ft. 7 in. above ground 
floor), and with a clear span from side to side of 
54 ft., a massive head beam is swung across the court- 
yard. This houses a cleaning sparge pipe from

Mr. JOHN SUMMERSON ON ITS PRESERVATION 


HERE there is such a vast field of 
selection as in the Victorian period, 
preservation policy must proceed very 
cautiously and on ground carefully ex- 
plored and continually subject to the tests 
of historical scholarship;’ declared Mr. 
JOHN SUMMERSON, CBE, FBA, in a paper 
on the above subject at a meeting of the 
Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors 
on March 31, in the course of which he 
gave a luminous account of the preserva- 
tion movement from the founding of 
the SPAB by William Morris in 1877 to 
the present day, dwelling particularly on 
the legislation of the past 30 years and the 
controversies aroused from time to time. 


* Raising Controversial Dust’ 


In asking me to speak about the preservation 
of Georgian and Victorian architecture, he 
said, you made it clear that you wanted to hear 
about the more controversial end of the 
preservationist programme. I welcome the 
limitation. Nobody is seriously worried about 
the future of prehistoric, Romano-British 
medieval, Tudor or Stuart antiquities. They 
are sufficiently sparse and sufficiently respected 
to raise little controversial dust—or perhaps 
I should say to raise so prodigious a dust when 
they are threatened that nobody who is not 
looking for trouble goes about to threaten 
them. Georgian buildings, on the other hand, 
are numerous and Victorian buildings so very 
numerous that in any great town it is almost 
impossible to get out of sight of them. 
Naturally, most Georgian and many Victorian 
buildings are obsolescent and in the way; 
naturally, there are many in both classes which 
have attached to themselves some kind of 
artistic, literary or sentimental prestige. It is 
rare for a season of the year to pass without 
an announcement that somebody—usually 
some body—wants to pull one of these things 
down, whereas some other body not only 
wants to keep it up but regards it as an archi- 
tectural gem, part of our priceless heritage, 
unique of its kind and the undoubted master- 
piece of a great man whose name should be, 
even if it is not just yet, a household word. 
Mr. John Betjeman writes a comminatory 
piece every week in the Spectator, crying out, 
like another Solomon Eagle, against the 
blasphemies committed by the Church, the 
State, big business and British Railways against 
the architecture of the centuries. This nostalgia 

even if that were all it is—is echoed in 
thousands of hearts. Sometimes, emotion 
roars up into a resounding public row. 


Recent Controversies 

In the course of last year, the preservation 
controversies which made most noise were all 
Georgian or Victorian—Regent’s Park, the 
Imperial Institute, the Albert Bridge and St. 
James’s Theatre. In the case of Regent’s Park, 
controversy was deflated by statesmanlike 
action on the part of the Crown Estate Com- 
missioners. In the other three cases the 
preservationists had to admit defeat, though 
they did manage to preserve (whether wisely or 
not time will tell) the tower of the Imperial 
Institute. It is in public controversies like 
these that the subject of preservation chiefly 
comes to the notice of the ordinary citizen. 
There is no doubt whatever that he is deeply 
attached to the idea of the preservation of 
historic buildings in general but, endowed with 
a strong measure of common sense, he some- 
times asks himself how far this thing can go 
and at what point preservation ceases to be an 


enrichment of life and becomes a confused 
emotional protest against change and an 
obstruction to thoughtful and necessary 
innovation. 

The T & CP Acts 

I should outline, very briefly, the provisions 
of the Town and Country Planning Acts in 
respect of historic buildings. In the first place, 
section 30 of the 1947 Act enjoins the respon- 
sible Minister to compile a list and the Minister 
has been engaged on that task ever since the Act 
became law. At present it comprises 67,444 
buildings but it is far from complete and large 
rural tracts remain uninvestigated. The owners 
and/or occupiers of these * listed buildings ~* 
are served with notices informing them that 
the effect of the Act (sections 30 (4) and (6)) 
is to prohibit demolition or substantial altera- 
tion unless two months’ notice has been given 
to the local planning authority which must 
then send a copy of the notice to the Minister. 
A local authority may then make a preserva- 
tion order under section 29; or if it does not 
see fit to do so, the Minister may make 
a default preservation order himself, or, as 
happens in many cases, consent to demolition 
or alteration may be given. In the principles 
of compilation of the lists and the giving of 
consents in important cases, the Minister is 
advised by a committee of architects and 
historians which meets every six weeks through- 
out the year. 

Now the main thing to observe about these 
sections of the Act is that they preserve nothing. 
They merely hold off demolition until a case 
has been reviewed; and they may hold it off 
indefinitely if the local authorities or the 
Minister see fit. But there are no powers to 
enforce maintenance. A local authority may 
with the consent of the Minister by agreement 
or compulsorily, acquire the building under 
section 41 (1) of the Act. But the owner need 
do nothing except refrain from action. If he 
wants to let the building rot, he can; but he 
may, on the other hand, dispose of it, or he 
may find a use for it. 

The effect of the Act is not, therefore, to 
sterilise great numbers of old buildings and 
make them museum pieces but simply to 
control demolition and alteration, to try for 
some reasonable compromise where it may be 
had and in very important cases to stand fast. 

Having referred to the setting-up of the 
Historic Buildings Councils as advisory bodies 
to the Minister of Works, and to the authorisa- 
tion by Parliament under the Historic Buildings 
and Ancient Monuments Act of 1953, of grants 
towards the upkeep of historic buildings, the 
lecturer said that the total value of aid accepted 
in England since 1953 stood at approximately

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£1,134,000. What I would particularly as« 
you to note, he proceeded, is that the nation 
is not being ‘saddled’ with anything. The 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
merely. sorts out the material, maintains a 
check on destruction and gives guidance to 
local authorities. The Minister of Works 
applies public money to buildings which are in 
trouble (buildings, not people!) and which 
seem, after a pretty rigorous scrutiny, to be 
‘outstanding’ (a statutory expression) from the 
ordinary run of buildings of their kind. And 
it is only in the most exceptional circumstances 
that money is applied to a building not actually 
in use or about to be converted to use. With 
two Ministers involved the mechanism is 
doubly sensitive to public opinion and the 
Ministers and their advisers would soon find 
themselves in trouble if they strayed very far 
from the plane of common sense. 

J} may seem to have wandered from my 
central subject—the preservation of Georgian 
and Victorian architecture. But you will 
readily understand that if it were not that the 
public imagination had been seized by the 
architectural legacy of the eighteenth and 
nineteenth centuries, Parliament would never 
have had to bother about creating new historic 
buildings machinery: an amending Ancient 
Monuments Act, providing for State repair 
for inhabited houses, would have been all that 
was needed. It is the attitude that every age, 
right up to our own, has produced beautiful 
and interesting buildings which has rendered 
the whole subject so complex and problematic. 
And problematic it certainly is. For if the 
machinery which we have devised for preserv- 
ing buildings is, on the whole, simple and 
practical, the questions arising as to what to 
preserve or whether, in any particular set of 
circumstances, to preserve or not, are very 
difficult indeed. One has to face the fact 
that, fundamentally, the whole preservation 
issue is an irrational one. It is none the 
worse for that, but the answers to irrational 
questions cannot be reached by putting two 
and two together. 


Georgian London 


Having illustrated some of the difficulties, 
and differences, of preservation in town and 
country by taking hypothetical instances in 
each field, the lecturer continued :— 

Commercial redevelopment in towns con- 
stitutes, of course, a more general threat to 
Georgian buildings; and _ run-of-the-mill 
Georgian is coming down every day. Ai\jl the 
squares of Central London, except Bedford 
Square, have now been cut up and it is a pity, 
I sometimes think, that the new buildings in 
them are not designed with more skill; stand- 
ards in these things are curiously low consider- 
ing the importance of London as a capital 
city. I doubt if we can hope to preserve any 
large area of Georgian London but I hope 
that we shall keep a few complete streets in 
addition to the finest private houses. And I 
hope for more than that, because any area of 
London which loses all its older buildings loses 
a dimension—it becomes a paste-board area. 
This is a psychological aspect of town planning 
which is very widely felt but very little under- 
stcod because studies of town planning tend 
to be exclusively statistical and architectural. 
We must not forget that a building is an event 
in time, as well as in space, and it is conspicuous 
time-continuity which makes any area a 
living thing—-the very ring of its name in 
people’s ears depends to a great extent on the 
time-dimension. And J do not mean merely 
keeping the old parish church, and one quaint 
old house as a branch-library. There are very 
few London districts which, under close analysis 
do not reveal something perhaps skilful and 
beautiful and at any rate, illustrative. In some 
planning contexts the retention of one or two 
plutocratic mid-Victorian villas may have 
considerable point.

on the agenda of the Historic Buildings Council. 


It is obvious, however, that the preservation 
of Victoriana is exercising a lively fascination 
it the moment; there has even been an an- 
nouncement of the formation of a Victorian 
Group. I have the friendliest feelings towards 
such a movement, but some recent cases have 
suggested that the new protestants are apt to 
run rather wild. Dreadful nonsense was 
written about the St. James’s Theatre, one very 
reputable Sunday paper even illustrating a 
disgusting piece of Victorian Louis XV pastiche 
over a caption exclaiming upon its elegance 
and beauty. With admirers of the Imperial 
Institute I go a long way—Collcutt’s idiomatic 
handling of Renaissance detail in brick and 
stone is brilliant and unique to its period; 
but it is curious, as Lord Salisbury unkindly 
pointed out in the House of Lords, that so 
few of us recognised it as a masterpiece till it 
was threatened. And, indeed, in the whole 
picture of Victorian achievement in architec- 
ture, I cannot see that the Imperial Institute 
stands as high as all that; and although I agree 
that its preservation was worth serious con- 
sideration, I believe the outcome was, in the 
circumstances, the right one. 


The Test of Scholarship 


Where there is such a vast field of selection 
as in the Victorian period, preservation policy 
must proceed very cautiously and on ground 
carefully explored and continually subject 
to the tests of historical scholarship. Up to 
1870, the Victorian genius ran mostly into 
church building and the major works of Pugin, 
Butterfield, Street and Pearson are not in any 
grave danger. The Houses of Parliament and 
the Law Courts are, I take it, likely to be with 
us for some considerable time. If the Trans- 
port Executive takes it into its head to remove 
the old St. Pancras Hotel there will be a storm 
indeed but it will be one of those tragi-comical 
storms where every protagonist knows in his 
heart that the subject of argument is not 
really a great work of art. It would be fun 
to keep the St. Pancras Hotel, and I believe 
sometimes in preserving for fun; but this 
might prove to be more expensive fun than we 
can afford. 

A rather similar case, now under review, is 
the extraordinary white elephant with which 
Baroness Burdett-Coutts sought to raise the 
moral tone of the East End in 1866—the 
Columbia Market. The pathos of its mis- 
directed idealism belongs to the theatre rather 
than to real life. The costliness of its carved 
ornaments (£200, ¢ in 1866 allowed for quite 
a lot of carving !), its dreaming Gothic lines, 


make it, in decay, vocative in a high degree. 
Yet to preserve it would be quixotic—an en- 
cumbrance and a waste. Moreover, as a 


preserved monument the pathos would vanish 
and we should become conscious only of the 
rather indifferent technical powers of its 
architect. 

Among later Victorian things J can think of 
some, not necessarily famous, which should 
be protected with the utmost rigour. We 
must keep some at least of Richard Norman 
Shaw’s town houses and country houses; he 
was an artistic innovator whose works will 
never be mere curiosities, and the name of 
Shaw leads one on to think of the men who 
inherited the freedoms he claimed for archi- 
tecture—C., A. Voysey, C. R. Mackintosh 
and Sir Edwin Lutyens among them; so that 
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preservation problems begin to creep up into 
our own day. 
Preserving Too Much? 

But it is with Victoria that my assignment 
ends. Are we trying to preserve too much ? 
I do not think so. As public opinion stands 
to-day, I believe we are only just keeping 
abreast of what it feels ought to be done, and 
not a jot more; for in this matter public 
opinion is very exacting and very suspicious 
of laxity. To-day more people are more 
conscious than ever before of architecture 
as history and architecture as art. Such waves 
of curiosity and expanding interest are not 
easily explained but I sometimes wonder if 
this one has something to do with our lack of 
success in producing a contemporary archi- 
tecture which is warmly and _ instinctively 
loved. I wonder if the present enthusiasm 
for historic architecture foreshadows a parting 
of the ways in the history of the art—if it may 
not be that architecture as the word has been 
understood since the Renaissance is now virtu- 
ally a closed book and if the architecture 
of the future will be a kind of industrial 
designing—fine and elegant, exquisitely con- 
venient, but impermanent, impersonal, classless 
and of low emotional content. If that proves 
to be the case, then the retention of the ancient, 
from Stonehenge to the Albert Memorial, 
from hut settlements to model villages, may 
take on an even more striking significance 
than it does to-day.

Lieut.-Gen. Sir John Brown 


WE regret to announce the death of 
Lieutenant-General Sir John Brown, KCB, 
CBE, DSO, FRIBA, FRICS, which occurred 
on April 4 at his home at Northampton. 
He was recognised as the most famous Terri- 
torial Army officer of his generation, and 
the first to reach the eh of lieutenant- 
general. 

He also made a name for himself as an 
architect combining with great success his 
civil career with his military duties. 

Born on February 10, 1880, he was edu- 
cated at Magdalen College School, Brackley. 
He qualified as an associate of the RIBA 
in 1921 and became a Fellow in 1930. For 
many years he was in practice at Northamp- 
ton in partnership with: A. E. Henson and 
was responsible for a great variety of build- 
ings. He also practised in London. He was, 
however, far more widely known for his 
unique parallel career as a soldier.

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HE old Mechanics Inn was badly damaged by mining 
subsidence and the new structure is designed to 
stand up to any other subsidence waves which may affect 
the area. The mining tilts the building as it passes under- 
neath, first one way, then the other, then back to level 
again. The 900 sq. ft. ground floor * floats * on the 600 sq. ft. 
eer cellar which is a rigid, reinforced concrete box with 
three cantilever supporting arms to hold the floor and pub 
above. Unlike a concrete base slab which would break its 
back, this balancing base will ride and tilt with the wave 
when it comes. The pub above, jointed rigidly into the 
ground floor, will lift with it. To ensure this, the first floor 
above the bars, holding the landlord’s flat, is a coffered 
reinforced concrete slab spanning the whole building and 
it too will tilt with the pub.

The Mechanics had to be built in 27 weeks and the walls 
and partitions had to be light and flexible. Aluminium cur- 
tain walling forms the external walls of the building except 
one brick splayed corner which is jointed into the base and 
can tilt with it. This framing and the internal partitions 
were designed to a module which fits that of the concrete 
first floor. 

The bars inside are almost entirely lined with natural 
teak. The coffered concrete ceiling has been left exposed 
to yellow with smoke as do all good pub ceilings. 

To avoid the box-like effect of a small structure made of 
prefabricated panels, a feature has been made of a splayed 
corner wall which is a tall slab of natural brick. The main 
entrance to both bars has double doors of plate glass. A

missioned ceramic tiles shows the Double Diamond

Only three-quarters of the area of the old building was 
available in order to make way for new building lines 
and a traffic sightline on the corner. The bars are separated 
by a compact backfitting unit which stands short of the 
ceiling so that the full span of the first floor is visible. 
Between the bars, which have refrigerated shelves for 
bottled beers, is a compact washing-up and ice-making 
unit. Other space-saving devices in the service area 
such as built-in cash register positions have also been 
carefully studied—with successful results, for the archi- 
tects have found that nothing has been moved around for 
convenience since the pub opened. In the saloon the bar 
counter is extended beyond the serving area for extra 
standing room and this additional length has its own 
seats tucked in behind. Along pelmet lines dictated by 
structural members are rows of bulbs which add to the 
glitter. Fluorescent tubes which bring daylight in are 
positioned naturally near the windows and concealed 
close to the ceiling. A dominant wall at one end of the 
public bar is covered with a large varnished photostat of 
local kilns. An awkward ceiling where a staircase rises 
in this room has been papered with a large-scale repro- 
duction of a street map of the district. Pottery displayed 
on the walls was commissioned from local art students 
who both designed and made it. 

In the cellar the beer, draught and bottled, is refrigerated 
and through a small doorway is the heating plant which 
warms the whole building including the flat. This is a 
thermally insulated gas boiler, thermostatically controlled. 

The flat depends on open planning in a tiny floor area. 
A built-in kitchen unit and glass panels divide the kitchen- 
dining area from the entrance hall and _ sitting-room. 
Central heating has dispensed with fires.

T= site is at the acute junction of Lea Bridge-road and 
Shernhall-street, and prior to the erection of the flats 
it was occupied by a house with a large garden. The house 
was sub-standard, in a bad state of repair and was 
demolished. The clients were the Corporation of the 
Borough of Walthamstow and the scheme was carried 
out in conjunction with Mr. F. G. Southgate, ARIBA, 
Borough Architect. 
The new building consists of a three-storey block of flats 
with two single- and two double-bedroom flats on each 
floor. In order to avoid the high proportionate cost of 
the approach staircase in such a building, it was designed 
so that the four flats on each floor were served from one 
Staircase, with ample landing space. A drying yard, 
pram stores and lock-up garages are accommodated to 
the rear of the site. The construction is of 11l-in. cavity 
brickwork faced with Phorpres golden fletton facings. 
The floors are of reinforced brick plank construction; the 
roof is pitched and of wooden construction covered with 
concrete pantiles; the windows are steel in wooden 
surrounds and the north and south elevations are 
rendered with Tyrolean rendering; the floors to the 
flats and landings are finished with Accotiles. The 
staircase well is in fair-faced brickwork, with granolithic 
treads and risers, and a wrought-iron balustrade capped 
by a plastic handrail.

PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS 


IN HIS presidential address to the Bir- 
mingham and Five Counties Architectural 
Association, on March 28, Mr. HERBERT 
JACKSON pleaded for some encouragement 
to investment in building. He said the 
industry was faced with the problem of 
decreasing output at a time of higher pro- 
ductivity. ‘The level of building output is 
likely to move gently downwards in 1958 
and perhaps also in 1959 unless the Chan- 
cellor reinforces the reduction of the Bank 
Rate by a relaxation of the credit restric- 
tions soon,’ he said. 


* Looking further ahead, the problem may 
be how to absorb the increased output re- 
sulting from the natural increase in pro- 
ductivity which can be expected from an 
industry of this size and relative backward- 
ness——the net output per head in 1956 was 
only about three-quarters of that of manu- 
facturing industry,” he went on. 

‘In 1957 the volume of building output 
was about the same as in the boom year of 
1956. This simple statement conceals the fact 
that from the spring of 1957 onwards, output 
began to decline until, by the last quarter, 
it was three per cent. lower than a year 
earlier. The increase of three per cent. in 
value of output in 1957 was entirely attri- 
buted to the rise in building prices. 

‘It seems certain that output this year 
will be less than im 1957. Building will 
suffer more than other forms of capital 
investment from the restraint imposed on 
expenditure jn the public sector over the 
next two years. Local authority house- 
building is to be cut by a fifth in two years. 

‘In the private sector, industrial building 
in 1958 is expected to fall by at least two 
per cent., according to industry’s latest 
forecasts, but the Board of Trade’s estimates 
of the actual expenditure in 1957 indicate 
a more rapid rate of decline. In the last 
quarter of the year 11 per cent. less was 
spent on industrial building than a year 
earlier. The recent FBI inquiry showed an 
even greater expectation of decline in build- 
ing authorisations in 1958. Housebuilding 
for private owners may not suffer, provided 
that the necessary credit can be found. The 
number of private houses started in recent 
months has been well maintained.’ 

The current picture was not altogether 
black, but rather patchy, Mr. JACKSON said. 
A reduction in the pressure of work in the 
industry might lead to greater efficiency 
and speed in building. Building productivity 
had increased by an average of three per 
cent. since the war but only in 1954 did it 
reach the pre-war level. It was reasonable 
to expect a continuing rise of at least this 
order for several years, which might in 
time lead to a surplus of labour. He added 
that he felt it inevitable that eventually the 
Birmingham School of Architecture would 
be associated with the University.

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‘Beehive’ Homes in 


Italy’s Heel 


By E. O. HOPPE 


ig an ever shrinking world the possibility 

of finding a corner that is unique and 
unexplored from the Continental travellers’ 
viewpoint is daily becoming more remote, 
but this is an experience which I have had 
while motoring in that part of Italy which 
includes the quaint little towns of Martina- 
franca, Locorotondo and Alberobello, and 
is known collectively as * Trulliland.’ 

Mile after mile of straight road stretched 
beyond and behind me as my car sped on 
unhindered by traffic or police regulations 
once I had left the port of Taranto. The 
monotony of groves of grey green olive 
trees set in a flat landscape became some- 
what wearisome, although here and there 
white-roofed houses in the Eastern style 
broke into the flat colour with a note of 
lightness. I had heard, vaguely enough, of 
remote villages hidden away in the extreme 
south, which were said to be direct links 
with prehistoric times, remaining un- 
changed while Rome and the proud cities 
of Tuscany rose to glorious heights and fell 
into equally spectacular decay, and I felt 
compelled to investigate the matter. 

Absorbed in reflections on the general 
futility of following up wild goose tales, I 
failed to notice with any degree of apprecia- 
tion that the white houses were gradually 
beginning to take on a slightly different 
aspect; the roofs were no longer definitely 
flat, but, as Martinafranca drew nearer, 
were sprouting out in little conical ex- 
crescences of indefinite character. The 
olive-groves had come to an end and in 
their place were miles of high stone walls, 
about five or six feet in height, flanking 
quite good roads, or surrounding fields 
flecked with lumps of white which, from 
the distance, looked like lingering snow- 
patches. I was now well down in the 
“heel” of Italy’s boot some 30 miles east 
of Taranto and about 60 miles south-east 
of Bari on the edge of Le Murge, a lime- 
stone ridge which is a wilderness of stone 
and rock. 

Dotted among conventional buildings 
were queer architectural creations which 
looked like the tombs of old-time giants. 
The number of these strange erections 
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increased as Locorotondo swung into view 
and then Alberobello appeared on the 
horizon, strange, unreal and fantastic, 
for this is the heart of Trulliland. The 
main street in this strange little town 
looks as though giant beehives or stone 
haystacks, in neat rows, had been stored 
there, each spotlessly clean, whitewashed 
halfway up and all topped with conical 
domes of grey stone. 
‘A Simple Expedient’ 

At a first glance it appeared as though 
each house consisted of one room to which 
an arched doorway gave entrance, but it 
afterwards transpired that although most 
of the trulli are one-storeyed and one- 
roofed, the extra accommodation for the 
family is obtained by the simple 
expedient of building another beehive with 
its separate entrance side by side as 
occasion arises. People continuously 
popping in and out of the little houses 
appeared to be paying never-ending social 
calls, but as a matter of fact they were 
merely members of a large family passing 
from bedroom to dining-room or vice 
versa, in the only possible way, by entering 
from the street, as there are no communi- 
cating doors between the apartments.

Never in any of my wanderings have I 
seen so many stones; the whole landscape 
is packed with them, and the farmer, 
driven by necessity to clear the land before 
he can grow any sort of crop, ingeniously 
utilises the material so abundantly provided 
by nature. If he needs a barn or house, he 
simply picks out the big stone slabs on the 
spot where the building is to stand and 
piles them up without mortar for either 
walls or roof and the result is a construction 
of perfect masonry, probably unequalled 
elsewhere. 

Why people ever chose such uninviting 
soil to settle on seems a mystery, but it is 
not so unusual as one might think. Just 
as there are barren, rainswept islands in 
Scotland, or in some of Fjordlands of 
Norway, where the inhabitants have 
difficulty in wrenching a meagre living 
from the soil—so one finds similar con- 
ditions in places as remote as the Northern 
Territories of Australia, the desolate wastes 
that lie between Arizona and Utah and in 
the steppes of the south-east of European 
Russia. Born and bred in these ill- 
conditioned spots, they accept the situation 
philosophically and contentedly. 

The circular interiors of the Trulliland 
houses are clean and fresh, built-in beds 
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xecupying about two-thirds of the space, 
and for the rest a small table and stove. 

I saw no chimneys and discovered that 
the smoke from fires of coarse scrub and 
wood finds an outlet through a hole in the 
roof—nevertheless Alberobello has electric 
lighting, an innovation which is looked at 
askance by the more conservative 
inhabitants who prefer the oil-lamp. 

The extraordinary form of the architec- 
ture of these strange dwellings has given 
rise to much speculation among archaeolo- 
gists, but practically nothing is known 
about the history of this unique district 
which at the time of my visit was not 
mentioned in guide-books nor could I find 
it on ordinary maps. 

Some authorities declare the trullis to 
be of comparatively modern origin, while 
others are convinced that they are survivals 


EVERYDAY THINGS 
NNIV.—Tenants’ Associations

7OW that we have so many housing 
committees, it is a healthy and pleas- 
ing sign of community life that we find 
tenants forming themselves into groups 
for the well-being of their houses and 
district. When houses were built in 
streets there could be no real sense of 
community, although the feeling for it 
was there as was evidenced by the ‘ street 
parties’ of the Coronation festivities. 
But at the best you were just a number in 
a street. 

Today with a little saner planning, 
housing is grouped into squares and quad- 
rangles. There was some attempt by 
planners to introduce series of blocks like 
slices of cake put on end at intervals, but 
fortunately they met with no success and 
this kind of planning is now a thing of 
the past. It is interesting to see how the 
squares have come back as a more human 
way of living. 

The enormous housing programme 
over the last 15 years has made its mark 
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of a prehistoric period. There is nothing 
in the world like them, although they have 
been classed with the Nuraghi of Sardinia, 
but beyond the fact that they are con- 
structed without the use of mortar they 
have no common features. They are 
rather more like the Talayots or Catalan 
watch-towers of the Ballearic Islands, 
which have similar conical towers built 
on a square or round plan, one storey high 
and enclosing a single chamber; but these, 
like the Nuraghi, probably served as 
fortified dwelling houses and of this there 
is no evidence in Trulliland. 

Nobody appeared to know whether they 
were designed to serve any purpose at all, 
for they lead from nowhere to nowhere. 
It is, however, likely that the Trullis, like 
the Talayots, represent a culture which 
existed 1,000 years B.C. and went on with 
little change until Roman times. 


South Eastern Society 
of Architects 
PANEL DISCUSSION 


s&s HOULD new building be segregated 

from old? This was among a number 
of interesting points raised in a recent panel 
discussion, entitled ‘Subtopia Unlimited,’ 
sponsored by the Guildford Chapter of the 
South Eastern Society of Architects and 
the Guildford Society, at Guildford House, 
Guildford. 

Mr. G. A. Jeiticor, FRIBA, expressed 
the view that a really first-class new build- 
ing should be able to sit amicably with its 
neighbours. He was supported by Mkr. 
BasiL Marriott, who said, * When you have 
a new building to put next to an old one 
it is futile to go into architectural fancy 
dress.” 

ALDERMAN H. H. Norris, chairman of 
the Town Planning Committee of Guildford 
Corporation, thought there was an example 
of complete incompatibility to be found in 
High-street, Guildford. If the Town Plan- 
ning Committee of today received designs 
for Tunsgate he was sure they would not 
be approved. Tunsgate, in his opinion, was 
absolutely and completely out of keeping 
in High-street. It was pseudo-classical, 
being built about 1810. Yet, he was quite 
certain that if Guildford Corporation sug- 
gested it should be removed there would 
be a terrific outcry. 

“I should never shut my mind to a com- 
pletely contemporary building being placed 
in the High-street. Every person who wants 
to put a building there has shied at that. 
We have no examples of good contempor- 
ary architecture there,’ he stated 

Mr. R. W. Smoorney, chairman of 
Guildford Art Society, spoke of the unique 
opportunity presented by the decision to 
build the new Royal Grammar School in 
juxtaposition to the old building, adding 
that the less he said about the design now 
approved, the better. 

Mr. J. W. PenycaTe stressed that this 
building was of vital importance to the 
future appearance of the town. Upper High- 
street was to be redeveloped—it was hoped 
that the redevelopment would be an inter- 
esting one—and this building should be the 
key. Although work on it had already 
started, the design of the extension had 
not been shown to the public, but he 
believed that few people who had seen it 
were really satisfied with it. 

ALD. Norris replied that it was com- 
pletely untrue to suppose that the building 
was going to be something ugly and un- 
pleasant. Laymen looking at the design felt 
that it missed the opportunity; one could 
not explain it in better words. He was sure 
hundreds of Guildfordians would say that 
it was a very nice building and did not 
spoil the High-street. But that was not the 
point. ‘We felt that something better 
could be done,’ he added. 

He went on to say that, as he understood 
it. planners did not plan anything at all. 
Planning authorities did not plan estates or 
the buildings; they only laid down certain 
rules and regulations with which people 
who wished to build had to comply. ‘We 
get the blame for the worst which appears 
in our streets, but we don’t get credit for 
the things which don’t appear,’ he declared. 


in many ways, and those learning town 
planning for the first time will have to 
take note of the implications of this 
development. 


One of the features of modern housing 
development is the evolution of Tenants’ 
Associations. These are as yet in their 
infancy, and whilst the principle on which 
they are formed is sound they have at 
present their faults as well as their virtues 
in that they are sometimes more disrup- 
tive than constructive. Local authorities 
have now become large-scale landlords 
and they do not always show themselves 
to be good landlords. 


The tenants’ associations on the other 
hand have not always shown themselves 
to be good tenants; they have rather 
taken on the réle of critics of the housing 
committees’ policies, and in consequence 
landlord and tenant have often fallen foul 
of each other. Now this is a great pity 
because the associations could be so valu- 
able to the housing authorities in provid- 
ing first-hand information on how things 
work or fail to work—often new things 
which have been tried out in good faith. 
Instead, they often appear to assume it 
to be their mission to find faults—which 
always can be found in a greater or lesser 
degree—and to register these in the form 
of complaints so that councillors in turn 
look for scapegoats, and in the end a lot 
of feathers are ruffled. 


How could these associations work 
most beneficially? In the first place 
every estate should have a room or 
premises provided for social purposes 
where all types of communal activities 
can be enjoyed. One of these activities 
might well be this very object of helping 
the housing authority to run the property 
by constructive criticism and comments 
on the authority’s methods and policies 
offered in goodwill. They would some- 
times, I hope, be able to commend the 
housing authority on things which work 
well, besides offering information on 
things which have gone wrong. 

I am sure that tenants’ associations are 
a ‘good thing,’ and I am only sorry that 
they so often appear to present themselves 
as bearers of grievances and protectors of 
rights.

thew Aylesbury Borough Council are considering 
: developing parts of their new housing estates with 
low-cost housing and have erected two prototype low- 
cost houses for inspection by members of the Council 
before a final decision is made. 

These houses are two-bedroom houses in semi-detached 
pairs and are so planned that they can be varied with 
bay windows, canopies, etc., and estates planned to avoid

monotony. Each pair of semi-detached houses appears 
as a large detached house. 

The Borough Council aim at a building cost in the 
region of £1,000 per house, including paths, fences and 
site works, but excluding the cost of land, roads and 
services. 

In order that the pair of houses could be ready for 
inspection without delay they were built as an extension 
of an existing contract on the site. The pair were built 
in a period of 25 days between January | and January 25. 


The plan of each house consists of a_ living-room, 
kitchen and bathroom on the ground floor, with two 
bedrooms on the first floor. There is an open fireplace in 
the living room with a back boiler providing hot water to 
a storage tank in the bedroom over and serving the bath, 
basin and kitchen sink. The construction of the houses 
is perfectly normal traditional brick construction with 
11-in. cavity walls, concrete ground floor, timber first floor 
and concrete interlocking roof tiles. Internal partitions 
are in brick and breeze. The ground floor is finished with 
thermoplastic tiles and the first floor is of timber.

|= theatre was positioned on the ground floor of the 

building, which gave a height of nearly 12 ft. and 
enabled the projection room floor to be built up above that 
in the auditorium, 

The siting of the theatre was contrived to utilise a space 
without daylight (the only windows being in the projection 
room) so, in order to give the illusion of some external 
light during conferences and discussions, a power operated 
venetian blind in front of special fluorescent lighting was 
fitted in place of the usual curtain by the screen. 

A false ceiling was formed in the auditorium enabling 
the neat installation of ventilation ducting, acoustic 
materials and lighting complete with dimming apparatus 
controlled from the projection room. 

Fabric-covered baffles hide the loudspeakers for both 
35 mm. and 16 mm. projectors, and the main intakes of 
thermostatically controlled fresh air are placed behind the 


screen.

A small recess on one side wall was utilised to house 
the built-in hat and coat rack, cocktail cabinet, and desk 
for controlling previews; on the other, two doorways in 
the soundproof wall have lighting installed indicating 
‘exit’ on the inside and ‘theatre engaged’ on the outside. 

On the rear wall a television set is built-in together with 
two back projection screens (from 35 mm. and 16 mm. 
projectors) in the form of TV screens. This unit has its 
own loudspeakers and sliding doors to hide them from 
view when not required. The projection room is fully 
equipped for editing and cutting both film and tapes. 

Thermacoust slabs were surfaced with plaster and wall- 
paper or perforated tiles. All details of joinery were 
fashioned from polished Mansonia and flat oil paint was 
used throughout. 

The furnishings are lilac fitted carpet, dark green up- 
holstered chairs and salmon pink pedestal ashtrays. 
Loudspeakers, baffles and lining to cocktail cabinet are

Selling Abroad 


47ROM time to time stories filter 
through from abroad of the casual 
attitude adopted by some British manu- 
facturers to export opportunities. Not all 
of these on testing hold water, but one 
account which has come to our notice 
from Vancouver has the ring of truth. It 
relates to an invitation to tender for a 
special form of air duct made to one of 
the largest manufacturers in Great 
Britain of refractory concrete goods. The 
firm’s reply was to the effect that they 
could not make the shape required; this 
answer was sent by surface mail and took 
three weeks to arrive, notwithstanding 
that the inquiry was by airmail. 

This kind of thing shows up badly by 
comparison with the action of an Ameri- 
can firm of earth-moving ‘equipment 
manufacturers who flew a representative 
and a vital replacement from Chicago to 
a contractor in Edmonton, Alberta, and 
afterwards sent in a $5 bill. That story 
went all over Canada and must have been 
the cheapest piece of publicity the Ameri- 
can firm ever paid for.

A HUNDRED YEARS AGO 
From ‘ The Builder’ of April 10, 1858 


PREVENTIBLE ACCIDENTS.—From_ the 
‘Statistics of Guy's Hospital for 1856’: 
“When we exclude the effects of intem- 
perance, which may with propriety be 
regarded as the primary cause of a very 
large proportion of the injuries, we shall 
find that falls from heights and falls on 
the ground, form by far the most prolific 
sources of the accidents annually admit- 
ted. I may add that the total number of 
accidents treated at the London hospitals 
in one year can hardly be estimated at 
less than 15,000; that a very large propor- 
tion of the sufferers belong to the working 
classes and that the building trades 
furnish a full contingent.’ 

I venture to suggest to builders and 
others that in all operations involving 
the construction of large skylights, ete., a 
large net, or sail, should be stretched 
across the interior of the building and 
where extensive ceiling decorations are 
in course of execution, nets or tarpaulins 
should be laid or stretched under the 
large floor of loose footboards, to prevent 
accidents and that edges of the scaffolding 
should be guarded or protected with nets 
or otherwise.

Senior Apprentices’ Weekend Course 
From a Correspondent 


THE Eastern Federation of Building 
Trades Employers’ second residen- 
tial course for senior apprentices was 
held in the weekend March 28-30 at Bel- 
stead House, Ipswich, under the direction 
of Mr. Robert W. Porter, MBE (Direc- 
tor), and Mr. T. S. Riches (Secretary).

On the Saturday morning a very stimulat- 
ing talk on ‘Building as a Career’ was 
given by Mr. Ian M. Leste, OBE, JP, 
Editor of The Builder, who emphasised the 
prospects in the industry and the challenge 
and appeal of building. Discussion again 
followed, and by now the groups were freely 
expressing their opinions on a wide range 
of important topics. 


* The Meaning of Management’ 

The Saturday afternoon session was 
devoted to a lecture by Dr. A. S. Roy, BSc, 
PhD, personnel manager, British Oxygen 
Co., Ltd., on ‘The Meaning of Manage- 
ment.” The speaker set out to show the 
responsibilities which good management 
should assume, how proper lines of 
authority should be established and the im- 
portance of encouraging the right attitudes 
of mind in subordinates. 

On Sunday morning the technical side was 
dealt with by Mr. H. J. Etpripce, BSc, of 
the Building Research Station, speaking on 
*How Building Research helps the Build- 
ing Industry.” By the interest shown in the 
very able account of the work of the Build- 
ing Research Station, and in the discussion 
which followed, one got the impression that 
the younger generation are well on the way 
to becoming research conscious. 

To conclude the course, Sunday afternoon 
was devoted to a lecture on ‘ The Economic 
Outlook’ by Mr. Denis RayMonp, MA, 
Assistant Secretary of the Cambridge Uni- 
versity Extra Mural Board, who proceeded 
to demonstrate how interesting this subject 
could be.

FAMILY BUILDERS 


[NTO the fabric of every structure has 

been built something of the mind and 
spirit of the men who designed and 
erected it. It is perhaps this meta- 
physical but very real link between 
buildings and their constructors that is 
responsible for the family nature of so 
many of our leading contracting firms. 
Builders’ boards with their ‘. . . and Son,’ 
*, .. and Nephew,’ ‘. . . and Brothers,’ 
all over the country proclaim that, in 
building, blood is thicker even than 
mixing water. 

The history of the first 75 years of one of 
the great firms of London builders, Holloway 
Brothers (London), Ltd., most readably set 
out in ‘ Holloways of Millbank,’ shows* how 
greatly the ties of family and blood have 
helped in the carrying on of a_ business 
which has played no small part in changing 
the visual appearance of London, of 
England and, indeed, of many parts of the 
world. Like other of the leading builders, 
the Holloways were Nonconformists— 
Wesleyans from Wiltshire, in fact—and the 
story of how Thomas Holloway and his five 
sons (craftsmen all) came from West Laving- 
ton and laid the foundation of ‘what, by a 
kind of knight’s move of succession, became 
in 1882 Holloway Brothers, is one that it is 
not necessary to be either a member of the 
family or, indeed, a builder to appreciate. 

Like most Victorian building businesses, 
this one was founded upon skill in the crafts 
and upon integrity. But something more 
than these qualities are needed to rise out of 
the ruck, and this seems to have been given 
by the administrative ability and enterprise 
of Henry, youngest of the five sons. Con- 
tracts for the Battersea Polytechnic (E. W. 
Mountford, architect) and the new Naval 
Barracks, Chatham, were followed by 
developments in the civil engineering field. 
In 1901, a structural engineer, T. Aubrey 
Watson, was appointed; in 1905, due to 
Watson’s foresight, the firm secured a licence 
from L. G. Mouchel to use the Hennebique 
system of reinforced concrete, and on this 
system Holloway Brothers erected the first 
large re framed building in London, the 
General Post Office. This was in 1907. 

In the years to come, there were many

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developments—in speculative property, in 
decoration (through the Mayfair branch) 
and in stonequarrying (the Dene Quarries 
near Matlock are a subsidiary)—but building 
and civil engineering have remained the first 
love of the firm. Civil engineering works 
have included early railway and dock works, 
bridges over the Tweed at Berwick, Hampton 
Court Bridge, and examples in Baghdad, but 
nothing can have been more dramatic than 
the part played by the firm in designing and 
constructing Mulberry Harbour and _ its 
associated ‘Phoenix’ breakwater. The con- 
tribution made by Holloways and by the 
company’s engineering director W. Storey 
Wilson is now a part of history. 

Curiously enough it was the firm’s work 
on Winchester College cloisters which was 
the deciding point in the award to them of 
the great Bank of England contract. Sir 
Herbert Baker, architect for both cloisters 
and bank, said (in his book Architecture and 
Personalities): ‘When it came to the final 
choice between their firm [Holloways] and 
another of distinguished and excellent con- 
tractors, I said that the sons and nephews 
of Henry Holloway, whom I admired and 
who had built so well the cloister at Win- 
chester, had been trained at the bench, and 
I urged that good builders with the personal 
touch should be appointed. ... The 
success of our choice was well proved... .” 
Happy indeed are builders of whom such 
words can be written, and fortunate the 
building owner who can today call on a 
firm which remains under the control of the 
great-grandsons of the original Thomas 
Holloway. Well produced and excellently 
written, this book wins a place through merit 
on the architect and constructor’s shelf.

THIS YEAR sees also the completion of 
the first half century of the firm of Howard 
Farrow, Ltd., and readable, too, is the book 
‘A Story of 50 Years,’ which has been pro- 
ducedt for the occasion. This North Lon- 
don firm of builders and civil engineering 
contractors was founded in 1908 by Howard 
Farrow and Francis Howkins, and developed 
as public works contractors, especially in 
the Finchley and Edgware districts. But 
after 1918, the firm branched out further 
afield, at St. Albans, Wimbledon and else- 
where. In 1926, the partners formed them- 
selves into a limited liability company under 
the present title. During the period between 
the wars the firm continued to expand and, 
when Hitler’s war was on, it carried out 
over £4m. of work for the RAF alone, 
gaining additional experience of large-scale 
public works and building contracting. The 
firm was reorganised as departments, that 
for building being under the charge of Mr. 
N. Stanley Farrow, the third son, whose 
experience as a chartered surveyor and in 
the Middle East and North African cam- 
paigns was to stand the firm in good stead. 
His two elder brothers and Charles How- 
kins also head departments. Thus the family 
tradition continues. The firm (of which Mr. 
Howard Farrow is still chairman) has gained 
a reputation as builders the equal of its 
name as civil engineering contractors, and 
it is a happy coincidence that in this, its 
50th year, Mr. Stanley Farrow should be 
the President of the LMBA.

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COST RESEARCH 
Data Collected by RICS Cost Research Panel 


THE Cost Research Panel of the Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors, whose 

chairman is Mr. Cyril Sweett, is publishing a monthly series of papers collating 
information based on a questionnaire circulated by the Panel to over 800 Government 
bodies, local authorities and architects and chartered quantity surveyors in private 
practice. Each paper deals with a separate subject, but all form the background to 
the Panel’s forthcoming report to the Minister of Housing and Local Government 
on the costs of flats and houses. The-RICS is reprinting each paper in leaflet form. 
By kind permission of the chairman of the Cost Research Panel, the full text of the 


third paper is printed below. (The first and second papers appeared in The Builder 
of February 14 and March 14 respectively.) 


Indices of Building Costs 
by Trades: Multi-storey 
and Traditional Housing 


(THE cost of any building design is 

determined primarily by the cost of 
labour and material involved in its 
erection. Variation in the cost of either 
of these basic factors will influence the 
cost of an item, both absolutely and rela- 
tive to the cost of the entire structure. 
Over a period of time, such changes may 
have a significant influence on cost 
information obtained by historic cost 
analysis, and on other cost information 
used in cost planning. Since no one 
building is similar in every respect to a 
previous building, the differences in cost 
of labour and materials over a period of 
time cannot be calculated from historic

information. However, if such informa- 
tion is to be of any value, or if cost 
planning is to take account of these 


variations, they must be isolated to adjust 
cost data. 


Cost Indices 


This may be done conveniently by 
compiling indices of building costs. At 
present, several series are available. 
These, however, usually measure total 
variations in cost for general building, 
unrelated to specific building types, to 
individual trades or to any specific item 
of design. The application of overall 
building cost series to individual trade 
totals or costs of design components may 
easily warp the cost pattern and intro- 
duce misleading factors into cost data. 
If changes in the cost of labour and 
materials are to be appreciated with any 
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degree of accuracy, more detailed indices 
are required. As a general guide, indices 
of building costs by trades for multi- 
storey and two-storey housing have been 
compiled. The build-up of the series is 
described in the first part of this paper, 
and comments on the series are included 
in later sections. 


Multi-Storey Housing 

The problems involved in the compi- 
lation of the index for multi-storey hous- 
ing reflect the complexity of multi-storey 
housing costs. It was apparent from the 
outset that, in view of the wide diversity 
of technique and design possible with 
multi-storey housing, it was necessary to 
assume a specific stated basis of design 
and structural technique, upon which to 
calculate the index. As the index is con- 
cerned with high flats, a reinforced 
concrete column and beam framed struc- 
ture of over six storeys was taken as a 
basic specification. Throughout the pro- 
cess of weighting and pricing, quantities, 
qualities and costs were set within the 
range of probable alternatives, and it 
should be appreciated that variations in 
design and specification affect the weight- 
ing of materials and labour in each trade. 
In view of these assumptions, an index 
for a low block of flats in loadbearing 
brickwork would be more similar in trade 
weighting and movement to the index for 
two-storey housing. 


Weighting

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not possible here, but some indication of 
the method is necessary for appreciation 
of the series. To measure the effects of 
changes in price of labour and materials 
on the total series and on individual 
trades, the weighting or significance of 
materials and ratio of labour had to be 
established for each trade. From an 
analysis of material requirements of flats 
of a similar construction to the assumed 
basis, the physical quantities of materials 
required were attributed to each trade. 
These quantities were priced at a similar 
date, and the total cost of materials or 
weighting was established for trades and 
for the total series. From the material 
requirements, the cost of labour was 
established. This was calculated from a 
sample of priced bills of quantities for 
multi-storey housing, by the deduction of 
the cost of materials obtained from the 
basic list, from unit rates in each trade. 
This provided a ratio of labour to 
materials cost for each trade. Informa- 
tion was also obtained and checked from 
published data. Labour ratios were 
weighted to take account of the variety of 
operations performed with each material, 
and allowance was made, where applic- 
able, for labour-only items. Information 
on specialist services, which are usually 
treated in the bill as a prime cost sum, 
was obtained from specialist sub-con- 
tractors. Thus, when the priced 
quantities of material and the cost of

labour in each trade were calculated, a 
complete weighting was established. As 
a check on these calculations and pricing 
the percentage of the total of each trade 
was compared with a sample of trade 
analysis of priced bills of quantities for 
reinforced column and beam multi-storey 
housing blocks, provided by the Building 
Operations Research Unit of the Building 
Research Station. Throughout, there 
was a marked degree of agreement, 
except for the trade carpenter, joiner and 
ironmonger. Adjustments were made to 
bring the trade weighting into line with 
the Building Research Station sample. 
The total cost of labour and materials 
used to calculate the weighting, after 
allowing for preliminaries, insurances, 
etc., amounted to 48s. 6d. per foot super 
gross for June, 1956. The ratio of labour 
to materials was of the order, labour 39 
per cent: materials 61 per cent. 


Cost Variations 


After the weighting of material and 
labour, and the weighting of each trade 
were established, the series was calculated 
to show the effect of price changes over 
the period concerned. Material costs 
were moved by means of indices for 
individual groups of materials, compiled 
by the Ministry of Works. Labour costs 
were moved by an index measuring 
changes in wage rates, tool allowances, 
fares and other payments under working 


rule agreements, holidays with pay, 
national insurance, hours of work and 
overtime, employees’ insurance, bonus 
payments, supervision, ete. Where 
applicable, further indices were cal- 
culated for trades covered by separate 
wage agreements. As the labour series 
measures the effect of changes in pay- 
ments alone, i.e., a crude labour cost, 
adjustments had to be made to take 
account in changes of output per man, 
which may be reflected in unit rates. 
Over a_ period, output would be 
influenced by many factors including the 
extended use of plant and the more con- 
tinuous supply of building materials. To

These pharmaceutical research laboratories for Imperial Chemical Industries 
Limited comprise laboratories, administration block, a spacious canteen, boilerhouse 
and animal breeding units, occupying a total floor area of 250,000 square feet. 

The various laboratories, animal houses and administration block form the main 
building. The administration block is clad in slate, the remaining parts of the 
building being brick faced with large areas of single or double glazing in metal 
frames. The structure has a reinforced concrete frame. 

The buildings have a fine setting in woodland on the edge of Radnor Mere, and 
special attention was given to the landscaping to preserve the original character and 


contours of the site. 
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take account of these factors, a series 
based on the amount of labour related to 
materials consumed was used from 
information supplied by the Ministry of 
Works. Seasonal fluctuations were 
removed from these figures by means of 
a moving average to isolate the trend. 
Costs of plant were ignored as this 
involved prohibitive difficulties, and also 
aS plant may be costed as labour. 
Changes in the cost of lift installation 
were Calculated from information provi- 
ded by Messrs. Otis Elevators, Ltd. Thus, 
by using these indices for changes in the 
cost of labour and materials, the index 
for each trade was adjusted showing the 
quarterly average over the period 1950 
to 1957, with the first quarter of 1950 as 
100. The indices measure the changes in 
price of labour and materials alone, and 
no attempt has been made to gauge 
changes in tender rates caused by other 
influences, such as changes in the degree 
of competition or the reduction of profit 
margins, which have been assumed as a 
constant ratio throughout. 


Traditional Housing Weighting 


The compilation of trade indices for 
traditional two-storey housing involved 
fewer problems, as more published infor- 
mation is available. The index for two- 
storey housing was calculated on a 
different basis to that of multi-storey 


housing, and this should be appreciated 
when examining the two series. How- 
ever, there are many basic similarities 
which allow comparison. The weighting 
of materials for each trade was calcula- 
ted from the weighting of house building 
materials, compiled by the Ministry of 
Works. Materials were distributed to 
trades on a basis obtained from bills of 
quantities. It should be noted that the 
weighting of materials reflects total 
requirements for house building, while 
the material weighting for multi-storey 
housing reflects the range of requirements 
for a more specific type of structure. 
However, the standard method of con- 
struction of two-storey housing modifies 
the effect of this difference. The labour 
ratios for each trade were established 
from information on labour costs and 
hours of work for labourers and crafts- 
men, obtained from information on 
direct labour schemes for traditional 
house building. The movement of each 
weighted item was calculated by means of 
the series used for the multi-storey hous- 
ing index. 

Briefly, the indices may be described as 
the repricing of quantities of materials 
and amounts of labour, within the range 
required for construction of two-storey 
and multi-storey housing, in order to 
isolate the effect of price changes on 
total costs and on the cost of each trade. 


INDICES OF MATERIALS 
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Tables 


The weighting of materials and labour 
by trades for each series is given in Table 
1. The series for each trade are given in 
Table 2. Table 3 sets out comparisons 
between the trade weightings at the base 
date and at current dates for both indices. 
The remaining tables have been repro- 
duced by permission of the Ministry of 
Works, and show the movement of cost 
of individual materials prices, so further 
series may be calculated for buildings 
with a different weighting of labour and 
materials. The series of labour costs, 
calculated for the indices, are also repro- ° 
duced. The series are given corrected to 
the nearest point. 


Trends 


The most striking feature of the tables 
is the marked similarity between the 
index for two-storey and multi-storey 
housing. This similarity covers a multi- 
tude of minor differences which may be 
appreciated from examination of the 
trade series. Both series reflect the infla- 
tionary trend of the economy since 1950: 
This has been characterised by a steep 
increase in costs during 1951, with the 
outbreak of Korean hostilities which had 
an inflationary effect on prices. 1952 
and 1953 were periods of relative stability 
with minor price decreases. Since 1954,

the inflationary trend has been gradual 
but persistent over the years. The sim- 
ilarity of the series also implies that the 
cost difference between two-storey and 
multi-storey housing has been fairly 
constant. 


Trade Indices 


The series for individual trades for 
multi-storey housing isolates the sources 
of cost increase. Throughout, trades 
whose costs are controlled by prices of 
steel have risen higher than other trades. 
To 1952, the increases were similar, yet 


* slightly higher, but since 1955, increases 


have been steeper than the increase of the 
total index. In concretor, whose price 
movements largely condition the total 
series, the steeper increases in steel prices 
have been offset by other items which are 
weighted more heavily and whose costs 
have increased less. It may be surmised 
that, allowing for the differences in 
weighting, a cost index for steel-framed 
flats would be largely conditioned by 
movement similar to iron and _ steel 
worker. Lift installation also reflects an 
increase which is higher and steeper than 
the total series. Trades whose costs are 
influenced by the cost of non-ferrous 
metals, such as heating and plumbing, 
reflect fluctuations in world prices for 
these metals. This is especially notice- 
able since 1955, where decreases in copper 
and lead prices, offset by other items in 
the trade, produce a small decline in cost 
of affected trades. During the early 
years of the period, carpenter, joiner and 
ironmonger reflects the steep increase in 
the prices of imported timber; since then, 
this trade reflects the general movement. 
The indices of trades with few materials 
are more erratic and sensitive to minor 
price changes. 

Labour is common to all trades and to 
both series and the trends of trades with 
a high labour content reflect the labour 
series. Although the crude labour rate 
has increased considerably more than the 
general index, allowance for output has 
more than offset this difference. The 
labour series increased less rapidly during 
the early years of the period. In 1952 and 
1953, the decline in trades total was 
caused by an increase in output, reducing 
labour costs, together with slight decreases 
in the cost of materials. Since 1954, 
labour costs modified by output have 
increased correspondingly to the general 
index, although the crude rate has 
increased more sharply. 

The index for two-storey housing 
shows a similar pattern to the index for 
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TABLE 5.—Cost indices of design items. (Annual averages 


multi-storey housing, although the 
increase is slightly less as a result of the 
lower weighting of steel trades. The 
labour element is common to both, and 
this accounts largely for the similarity. 
Throughout, important trades have 
increased more regularly than with the 
multi-storey housing index. Only the 
metal trades, which are less important, 
have shown large divergences from the 
total series. Carpenter, joiner and iron- 
monger, which increased rapidly during 
the early years of the period, and which 
is weighted heavily, accounts for the 
steeper increase of the two-storey hous- 
ing index in 1951. Bricklayer, whose 
costs are. influenced principally by the 
cost of labour and bricks, sets the general 
pattern of the whole index. 


Cost Patterns 


The effect these movements have upon 
cost patterns of each type of building is 
shown in Table 5. This is based on the 
annual averages with 1950 as 100, and 
has been analysed on the basis given in 
an earlier paper of the Cost Research 
Panel describing a theoretical study of the 
cost of multi-storey housing design. The 
item lift installation, however, does not 
include the cost of the shaft or the lift- 
rooms. For multi-storey housing, the 
cost of fittings and finishes has increased 
slightly more than the cost of the super- 
structure. This was especially noticeable 
during the early years of the period. The 
greatest change in the cost pattern 
arises from the increased cost of lift 
installation. This table has been broken 
down into greater detail in Table 6, which 
shows minor but interesting differences in 
increases of individual components. With 
two-storey housing, there is little change 
in the cost patterns, with all components 
increasing fairly regularly over the 
period. Superstructure cost increased 
more steeply than that of fittings and 
finishes during the early years of the 
period, but since 1954 this trend has had 
less effect.

Conclusion 


In conclusion, it is well to emphasise 
that trends of building costs shown by 
these series are conditioned by the basic 
assumptions implicit in the build-up. In 
view of this, full information has been 
provided in the tables to assist the 
solution of problems caused by variations 
in costs for building types not covered 
by the series. 


FIRM PRICE TENDERS 
Essex Postpones Operation of 
Scheme Pending Wage Settlement 


TEMPORARY postponement of _ their 
decision of September last to implement for 
a trial period of one year the policy of 
requiring firm-price tenders for building 
works for a value not exceeding £10,000 
has been agreed to by Essex County Coun- 
cil. The postponement is ‘until May 20 or 
until the date upon which the present out- 
standing claim for a wage increase and the 
reduction of working hours is finally deter- 
mined.’ 

At their meeting on February 11, the 
Council had before them a written report 
from the Clerk of the Council in which he 
commented upon an examination made in 
consultation with the appropriate county 
officers of the likely administrative difficul- 
ties, not considered insuperable, which 
might tend to arise in the practical working 
of any such arrangements largely due to the 
stipulation of the NFBTE that firm-price 
tenders should be accepted within two 
months of their receipt. 

At the same meeting the county architect 
(Mr. H. Conolly, CBE, FRIBA) also invited 
members’ attention to the claim for a sub- 
stantial wage increase and reduction of 
working hours submitted on behalf of build- 
ing trade operatives, which is still unsettled, 
and suggested that in order to ensure that 
the scheme be launched in the most favour- 
able conditions its implementation should 
be temporarily postponed. 

The council resolved, in addition to the 
postponement, that the report be brought to 
the attention of all committees concerned 
and their co-operation sought in the avoid- 
ance of delay in accepting firm-price tenders 
by authorising their chairman to act on their 
behalf in any case of urgency.

Residential Week-end Course 


THe Southern Counties Federation of 
Building Trades Employers organised a suc- 
cessful residential week-end course for prin- 
cipals of smaller building firms at the 
Bedford Hotel, Brighton, on March 29 and 
30 in which 28 members participated. 

Among the first day’s sessions were: 
‘Accountancy for the Builder’—the lec- 
turer being a local chartered accountant, 
and ‘Jobbing, by Mr. W. B. Cheal, the 
chairman at these two sessions being Mr. 
W. Keith Martin. After dinner a brains 
trust panel comprising a builder, an archi- 
tect, a surveyor. and a research consultant, 
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under the chairmanship of Mr. Norman 
Longley, answered a series of questions on 
different aspects of the building industry, 
and lively discussion ensued. 

On March 30 the first lecture was ‘ The 
Smaller Builder's Contract Problems and 
Risks, by Mr. George Banks. The course 
concluded with a talk on ‘Insurance for 
the Builder, by Mr. R. G. Fonteyn. Mr. 
R. H. Braybon, Federation senior vice- 
president, who was chairman at these two 
lectures, summed up on points learned 
during the course. 


PORTSMOUTH BUILDERS’ 
DEPUTATION 


Visit to House of Commons 


A DEPUTATION from the Portsmouth 
Builders Association went to the House of 
Commons recently to see the Members of 
Parliament for the Portsmouth Constitu- 
encies concerning unemployment in the 
area. They were led by Mr. A. F. Jones, 
chairman of the Association’s Survey Sub- 
Committee. 

The deputation told Brigadier T. Clarke 
that the number of unemployed in the 
building industry in Portsmouth on March 
17 was 323 of whom 69 were craftsmen. 
This was 28 per cent. higher than last year. 
It would have been much worse had not 
Southampton had a large building pro- 
gramme under way. The port had nearly 
three times the amount of work Portsmouth 
had and a considerable number of building 
operatives were travelling from Portsmouth 
to Southampton for work. 

Mr. Jones said that it was realised that a 
cut in the building programme for Ports- 
nouth was inevitable, but from information 
obtained it appeared that they were going 
to suffer far more ‘than the rest of the 
country. Out of the 1,944 dwellings 
originally proposed to be built in 1958 only 
a third—525, were to be started. 

The deputation asked Brigadier Clarke to 
approach the various Ministries to consider 
the possibility of bringing forward certain 
contracts which had been postponed to the 
1959 programme. Brigadier Clarke asked 
for all the information they had on the sub- 
ject, and promised that he would then 
approach the Ministries concerned. 


LCC 
Duplication of the Blackwall Tunnel 


AT THE MEETING of the London County 
Council on April 1, the chairman of the 
Town Planning Committee was asked by 
Mr. W. H. Guy if he had any comment to 
make on the duplication of Blackwall tunnel 
in view of the very welcome statement by 
the Minister of Transport and Civil Avia- 
tion in the House of Commons on March 
26. 

Mr. R. Epmonps said: ‘Yes. A letter 
has been received from the Ministry asking 
the council to submit a detailed scheme for 
duplication of the tunnel and stating that 
the Minister hopes it will be possible to 
authorise the works as soon as detailed 
plans and estimates can be approved. I am 
sure the Council will welcome the fact that 
the Minister has now been able to give the 
“go-ahead” to an important improvement 


for which we have been pressing for so 
long.’ ;

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IN PARLIAMENT 
By Our Parliamentary Correspondent 
Budget Expectations 


PPARLIAMENT adjourned for the Easter 
recess on April 3 and MPs returned 
to the country for a few days respite in 
which to await in contemplative expectation 
the presentation of the Budget by Mr. 
Heathcoat Amory next Tuesday (April 15). 
his is the season of hope—some of which 
will be fulfilled, some dashed, some destined 
to await a more propitious occasion in the 
future—and Conservatives are expecting 
that the Chancellor will do something to 
sugar the bitter pill of their recent dis- 
appointments at the polls. 

This will be Mr. Amory’s first Budget. 
His two immediate predecessors presented 
no more. He has-a great chance, and if 
past parliamentary experience is any guide 
he will take it with both hands. Whatever 
he may succeed in doing he will satisfy 
some, disappoint many, but will not, 
deflect from his main duty—defeating 
inflation. 

It is not so much a matter of what he will 
do, as what he can do in the light of the 
existing monetary policy and economic 
climate. The Prime Minister, in a recent 
speech, was optimistic that the latter was 
less inflationary than in recent years, but 
he warned that there was need for care to 
prevent deflation creeping up on the nation 
unawares. 

Doubtless, the Government are seeking 
some method of incentive for the nation, 
and the Chancellor might well follow the 
guidance in the Economic Survey that this 
year offers a good opportunity ‘to stop the 
rise in prices which has troubled the country 
for 20 years’ by giving a lead in that direc- 
tion. He has had plenty of advice from all 
sides on how he could achieve it, but being 
a man of independent thought and action he 
will have his own ideas. 

By those he will be judged both in and 
out of Parliament next Tuesday. 


Air Pollution by Industrial 
Processes 


THE Minister of Housing and Local 
Government has decided that air 
pollution by certain industrial processes 
shall be dealt with by the alkali inspectorate 
under the Alkali Act, rather than by the 
local authorities under the Clean Air Act. 
By an order presented to Parliament on 
March 27, certain processes or industrial 
operations at iron works, steel works, 


copper works, aluminium works, electricity 


works, gas and coke works, ceramic works, 
lime works and specified chemical works 
will be scheduled under the list of noxious 
or offensive gases in the Alkali Act. 

The arrangement was recommended by 
the Beaver committee for most of the 
works listed in the order. 


This proposal by Mr. Brooke has not 
met favour in some quarters, particularly 
with Mr. Gerald Nabarro, who has already 
set down a motion to annul the order. 

By other regulations issued on the same 
jay Mr. Brooke set the limits for the 
emission of dark smoke from chimneys after 
June 1, From that date it will be an offence 
> emit dark smoke except that which is 


unavoidably caused by such operations as 
cleaning the fires of furnaces, or soot 
blowing. 


Obstacles to Industrial 
Development 


OME recent comments by Sir Davip 

~  Eecies, President of the Board of 
Trade, about an aspect of the Labour 
Party’s intentions to continue with their 
avowed programme of nationalisation if 
they are returned at the next election has 
provoked considerable anger amongst some 
members of the Opposition, and Lapy 
MEGAN LLoyp GEorGE took the opportunity 
of an adjournment debate in the Commons 
on March 31 to air the grievance publicly. 

She said that Sir David had said in a 
speech the previous week that one foreign 
chemical firm had decided not to go to 
South Wales because he could not give a 
guarantee that the chemical industry would 
not be nationalised. She contended that the 
President, who had a special responsibility 
for industry, might have inquired, before 
making that speech, whether nationalisation 
of that industry was in the next Labour 
Government’s programme. 

She wanted to know whether he had taken 
any action to assure the industrialists that 
even if that were so they would be com- 
pensated fully for any capital they had in- 
vested in this country, in accordance with 
the normal practice of the Labour Party. 

Although Sir David’s comments were 
related to South Wales only, they have a 
much wider application, as Mr. Erro it, his 
Parliamentary Secretary made clear in reply- 
ing to the debate. He said that it was only 
too true that the firm had been influenced 
by the existence of the Labour Party’s 
nationalisation programme. The Opposition 
could remove the doubts and difficulties 
once and for all by publicly renouncing 
their intention of nationalising or threaten- 
ing to nationalise certain sections of British 
industry. "i 

This comment stung Mr. James Grir- 
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FITHS, deputy leader of the Opposition, into 
inquiring rather tartly what kind of people 
Mr. Erroll thought the Labour Party were, 
and whether he thought they would be in- 
fluenced by what they considered to be a 
bit of political blackmail. 


Mr. Errowt reiterated his appeal to the 
Opposition to remove what he described as 
an obstacle, albeit a marginal obstacle, to 
the further expansion of British industry. 
It was as well for members of the Opposi- 
tion to realise the consequences of the 
policies which they chose to initiate. They 
must be prepared to accept those conse- 
quences. 


South Wales Projects 


Dealing with industrial development in 
South Wales, he said that from the end of 
the war until February this year no less 
than 124m. sq. ft. of industrial building 
which had been approved was either com- 
pleted or still under construction. 


Only that afternoon he had spent a con- 
siderable time discussing a particular firm’s 
development problem. From that discus- 
sion a prominent firm of manufacturers, 
now in the South Midlands, had expressed 
their readiness to consider setting up a large 
factory in west South Wales, and would be 
making investigations soon. There were no 
other applications for premises in the area; 
some small, but welcome developments, 
were being tentatively discussed in relation 
to vacant sites in Swansea, where six firms 
were considering building for themselves. 


Apart from a brief reference to an ex- 
pansion by Richard Thomas and Baldwins 
at a tinplate works, Mr. Erroll made no 
mention of the proposal for a steel strip 
mill, the ideal site for which Lapy MEGAN 
Lioyp GeorGE said existed at Kidwelly. 
She pointed out that the essential water 
requirements for the plan could be pro- 
duced, that limestone was available in large 
quantities in Carmarthen and that five miles 
away were large deposits of silica for mak- 





EMPLOYMENT IN BUILDING 
Comparison with Other Industries 


rPHE employment situation as it affects 

the principal industries, including build- 
ing is the subject of a note in the current 
issue of ‘ Bulletin for Industry,’ the monthly 


economic review prepared by the Treasury’s - 


information division. 

The Bulletin says that in the United States 
nearly 8 per cent. of the labour force is out 
of work. In the UK the national average is 
under 2 per cent., but some patches of un- 
employment have recently developed in a 
few industries and a few localities. The 
increase compared with recent periods arose 
mainly from an easing of the earlier excess 
pressure and from reductions in defence 
work and in the Forces. 

Employment.—Over 23m. were in civil- 
employment at the end of 1957, slightly 
more than at end-1956 and the highest 
figure recorded for that time of the year. 
There were more in jobs in distribution and 
professional and financial services, fewer in 
agriculture (3 per cent.), National Govern- 
ment Service (4 per cent.), and building 
and contracting (2 per cent.). Manufactur- 
ing was about steady with considerable rises 


in vehicles and the engineering group about 
offset by falls in textiles and clothing. The 
changes were:

During 1957 numbers employed on 


defence production fell by nearly 150,000 
and in the same period unemployment in 
manufacturing, including defence, increased 
by 15,000. During the year 111,000 people 
left the Forces; at the end of the year there 
were fewer ex-Forces’ people registered as 
unemployed than a year earlier. The number 
wholly unemployed (excluding those tem- 
porarily stopped) in the same period rose 
by 30,000. 
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ing suitable grade silica bricks for the fur- 
naces. 

Sim Davip Eccies carried the matter of 
nationalisation a little further the following 
day in answer to a series of questions pro- 
voked by his comments. * A declaration by 
the Labour Party that nationalisation in any 
form will not appear in their programme 
would stimulate confidence in both British 
and foreign firms to extend their industrial 
capacity in the United Kingdom,’ he stated. 

He added, in another reply, that the 
Government welcomed in general foreign 
investment in industry. The foreign firm 
which had felt unable to establish a factory 
in Wales had discussed its intentions with 
the Board of Trade, but he would consider 
it undesirable to reveal them at this stage. 


House Building Policy and 
Inflation 


T would seem from what Mr. HENRY 
Brooke told the House of Commons 
on April 1 that the Government regard the 
conquest of inflation to have precedence 
over the building of houses, in the context 
of existing financial difficulties and remem- 
bering that the Conservatives have built 
more houses than the Labour Government 
did in a comparable period of office. 

Asked by Mr. Sparks to reconsider his 
attitude and encourage local authorities to 
expand rather than constrict their housing 
programmes, he said: * The first task is to 
beat inflation. If that could be done no- 
one would be happier than I to see housing 
given the signal for full speed ahead.’ 

Mr. Sparks argued that there had been 
little improvement in areas where the 
problem was acute. Because of the heavy 
housing lists in most cities and towns the 
slowing down of the programme would only 
accentuate the difficulties. 


Mr. Brooke said that the type of areas 
to which Mr. Sparks had referred were 
those in which the principal difficulty was 
the shortage of sites. 

Mr. MITCHISON suggested that because of 
the Minister’s policy the number of council 
houses being built was falling. 

Mr. Brooke said that that was true, but 
the first duty was to combat inflation. Mr. 
Mitchison might not have noticed that, even 
so, more than 300,000 houses had been built 
last year. The figures under the Labour 
Government were strangely different. 

Several members asked the Minister about 
the allocations of council houses which he 
had permitted to local authorities in their 
constituencies. 


Local Authority Tenders 


Mr. Barter asked the Minister what 
advice he had issued to local authorities, 
in connection with tenders invited by them, 
that specifications should not restrict ten- 
derers to products manufactured in foreign 
countries where similar competitive products 
were manufactured in Britain. 

Mr. Bevins, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, who replied, said these were matters 
which the Minister believed should be left 
to the discretion of the local authorities con- 
cerned. He had issued no advice. 

Mr. Barter said that the Borough of 
Barking had invited tenders and issued 


specifications calling for 69 baths of Hun- 
garian manufacture, thus depriving British 
bath manufacturers and workers of the 
opportunity of bidding. 

Mr. Bevins said that that case had been 
brought before the Minister, but the im- 
portation of these baths had been approved 
by the Board of Trade, and it would run 
counter to the general attitude of the 
Government to restrict local authorities in 
a matter of this kind. 


Demolition of Unfit Dwellings 


Mr. Sparks asked the Minister when the 
847,112 dwellings notified to him by local 
authorities as unfit would be demolished and 
the occupants rehoused. 


Mr. Brooke:—During 1957, mare than 
44,000 unfit houses were demolished or 
closed, and nearly 150,000 people rehoused. 
This is good progress, and at this rate many 
local authorities will have got rid of all 
slum property in their areas by 1960. In 
other cases, particularly big cities, it has 
always been recognised that the process 
would take much longer. 


Siting of Garages 

Mr. RIpsDALE asked the Minister what 
was the policy of his department about the 
exercise of his control over the siting and 
establishment of new garages. 

Mr. Bevins:—I assume that Mr. Risdale 
has in mind service garages. Any proposal 
for such a garage falls to be considered in 
the first instance by the local planning 
authority, who have regard to the provisions 
of the Development Plan for the area and 
any other relevant factors such as the effect 
on amenity and on road safety. I am send- 
ing him a copy of a circular which has been 
issued today to all planning authorities in 
England and Wales giving advice about the 
siting of petrol filling stations. 


Delaying Housing Evictions 
PPHE Government will introduce immedi- 

ately after the Easter recess, and pass 
into law without delay, a measure amending 
the law of landlord and tenant to enable the 
county court in certain circumstances to 
grant decontrolled tenants a rather longer 
delay than the present law allows before 
the landlord can regain possession. 

Mr. BROOKE, Minister of Housing and 
Local Government, explained this proposal 
to the Commons on April 2, to the accom- 
paniment of a barrage of interruption from 
the Opposition. When he could make him- 
self heard Mr. Brooke said that under the 
existing law the county court was powerless 
to hold up an order for possession for more 
than four weeks or so, even though the 
tenant might have nowhere to go. Under 
the proposed amending measure—which 
would be of temporary duration—the court 
would be able to grant a rather longer delay 
in appropriate cases if the tenant could 
satisfy it on the following three matters. 

First, that the tenant had done his best 
to reach a new agreement with his landlord 
and failed; second, that he had made every 
reasonable effort to obtain other accom- 
modation and failed; and third, that immedi- 
ate eviction would mean greater hardship 
to him than a limited postponement of 
vacant possession would mean to the land- 
lord. 
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London Airport Development 


M R. HAROLD WATKINSON, Minister 
“"" of Transport and Civil Aviation, reply- 
ing to a question by Sir Wavell Wakefield 
on April 2, said: I have decided to accept 
the recommendations of the Milbourn Com- 
mittee as the framework of future develop- 
ment at Lendon Airport. The next phase 
will include the construction of additional 
aircraft stands in the central terminal for 
which tenders will be invited next month. 
Designs are also well advanced for a new 
passenger building in the central terminal 
for the long-haul operators to take the place 
of the temporary buildings on the Bath 
Road. 

The most urgent thing was the new acre- 
age for the big new jet and prop-jet aircraft 
coming into service. That would be fol- 
lowed by work on the new terminal. 

Mr. WATKINSON, in a written reply to Sir 
Alfred Bossom, said that a tentative estimate 
of the capital cost of a railway link between 
Victoria and London Airport, including con- 
nections to buildings within the airport, was 
between £164m. and £18m. ‘I understand ’ he 
added, ‘that construction would probably 
take five years. Parliamentary powers would 
first be required. The estimated journey 
time from Victoria to the Airport railway 
station is 22 minutes.’ 


Prestwick Expansion 


Mr. WATKINSON also announced, in 
reply to Mr. John Rankin, that the 
Government have decided in principle that 
Prestwick Airport should be developed to 
enable it to accommodate the big jets. It 
would be necessary to lengthen the main 
runway and to provide a new terminal area. 
He had given instructions for planning and 


preliminary surveys to proceed as rapidly 
as possible. 


OTHER BUSINESS 
Conversion to Oil Firing 


Mr. Russett asked the Paymaster- 
General if he would estimate the total sum 
spent by industry in recent years in con- 
verting plant from burning coal to burning 
oil, and in installing oil-burning equipment 
in new plant. 

Sir IAN Horosin, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Power, replying on March 24, 
said: Precise figures are not available, but 
the total spent in the three years 1955-1957 
was probably about £30m. on steam-raising 
vlant. Other figures are not available. 


Fewer Nuclear Power Stations 


Mr. MASON asked the Paymaster-General, 
to what extent the atomic power station 
building programme has been affected by 
improved techniques resulting in a far higher 
output per station than planned; and which 
stations would be built. 


Mr. MAUDLING in a written reply on 
April 3, stated: It now seems likely that the 
Programme can be fulfilled with 14 or fewer 
nuclear stations compared to the original 
estimate of 19. Stations at Bradwell, Berke- 
ley, Hinkley Point and Hunterston are at 
present under construction and the Central 
Electricity Generating Board have applied 
for consent to build a further station at 
Trawsfynydd in North Wales.

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Fire Protection Association 


The following article on ‘ Roof Con- 
struction’ is taken from Technical 
Information Sheet 4006, issued recently by 
the Fire Offices’ Committee of the Fire 
Protection Association. Copies can be 
obtained from the Association’s Head- 
quarters at 15, Queen-street, EC4. 


HIS information sheet deals only with 

the question of protection against fire 
within a building. The question of pro- 
tection against the penetration of a roof 
by fire outside a building is the subject 
of by-laws and must not be overlooked. 
In the absence of experimental data on 


_ the behaviour of roofs when subjected to 


fires within buildings the following notes 
have been prepared on the basis of 
experience gained from a study of fire 
reports. 


When fire breaks out within a building 
it is necessary to confine it to as small 
an area of that building as possible. The 
most effective way of achieving this is by 
subdividing the building into compart- 
ments by walls of fire-resisting construc- 
tion extending up to and through the roof 
to a height sufficient to prevent the spread 
of fire across the wall to the adjoining 
section of the roof or — although less 
satisfactory as a fire ‘cut-off "—by fire- 
resisting walls extending through the full 
height of the building. In some build- 
ings such subdivision may be considered 
impracticable and thus it is of great 
importance that the roof be constructed 
in, such a manner that it will neither 
encourage nor contribute to the spread 
and development of a fire. 


A roof may spread fire in various 
ways: 

by transmitting fire laterally at roof level 

from one part of the building to another, 

and by dropping burning particles ahead 
of the fire on the floor; 

by radiating heat from the underside 

thereby assisting the ignition of materials 

ahead of the fire; 

by allowing fire to penetrate from below 

and ignite combustible materials in the 

outer surface of the roof; 

by flying brands or radiated heat from 

the roof igniting buildings or other 

a in the vicinity of the building on 

re, 

The ideal roof from the aspect of fire 
protection should contain no combustible 
materials and in most cases, although 
there are certain exceptions, should be 
capable of resisting the penetration of fire 
from below until effective fire-fighting 
operations can be carried out. However, 
some combustible materials offer such 
properties of protection against weather 
and corrosion and of thermal insulation 
at. a lower cost than non-cumbustible 
materials that they cannot be ruled out. 
The Association normally recommends 
the highest practicable standards, recog- 
nising that they may need modification in 
the light of conditions obtaining in each 
particular situation. 


It would be unrealistic to take extreme 
measures as regards the fire hazard of

the roof without giving consideration to 
other features of the building and its 
contents. With few exceptions no one fire 
protection measure is complete in itself 
and each has to be planned in conjunction 
with others, bearing in mind the nature 
of the property to be protected. For 
example, if protection by an automatic 
sprinkler installation is provided a 
number of other safeguards may not be 
necessary. 


Tests 


There is at present no standard roof 
test by which the behaviour of roofs in 
fires within the building may be assessed, 
although the fire-resistance of some types 
to penetration by an internal fire may 
be measured by the British Standard’ Fire 
Resistance Test in Section 3 of BS 476, 
Part I. The Surface Spread of Flame 
Test of Section 2 of that British Standard 
can be applied to. materials employed in 
roofs, but it is doubtful whether the 
results can be used to determine with 
sufficient accuracy the contribution these 
materials may make to a fire within a 
building. | Experimental work is being 
done on this point. 


Types of Roof 

Heavy Construction: Heavy roofs are 
usually made in reinforced or prestressed 
concrete with slabs or ‘T” beams; this 
type of construction is frequently used for 
flat roofs and roofs of very low pitch. A 
further type of concrete construction used 
is the shell type. Both types of con- 
struction are often insulated above or 
below the concrete and waterproofed by 
layers of bituminous felt. 


Light Construction: The most common 
form of light roof construction consists 
of a truss structure supporting a roof 
deck laid over purlins. A covering is 
applied over the deck and insulation pro- 
vided either under or over the deck or 
even under the trusses. This type of roof 
may be assembled on the site, or it may 
be prefabricated in composite sections. 
Many of the proprietary roof decks are 
of composite construction cansisting of a 
metal base of special design in the form 
of trough section or slabs on which is laid 
insulation board. This is covered with 
the weatherproof covering — usually 
bituminous roofing felt and the whole 
deck is fixed in sections to the structural 
framework. 


Properties of the Elements of Roof 
Construction 


Structural Support: A roof truss may 
be of metal or timber. A metal truss, 
with its component rafters, struts and ties, 
is subject to distortion and collapse when 
involved in fire. 


Timber trusses are of course com- 
bustible, but they may, even so, be 
capable of supporting a roof in a fire for 
a longer period than metal, although they 
would probably need to be replaced after 
the fire. 
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Metal trusses, together with their sup- 
porting columns, can be protected by 
covering them with suitable materials. 
Timber trusses may also be protected. 


Decking: Metal decks are liable to 
distort and buckie in a fire. If the deck is 
covered with a combustible material, this 
may be precipitated into the building if 
the roof fails. 


_ Timber decks, being combustible, are 
liable to spread fire both by radiation and 
by lateral surface spread. Decks may 
also comprise such materials as wood- 
wool, which is dealt with under the head- 
ing of Insulation below, and asbestos 
cement. All the foregoing types of deck 
may be protected against fire by suitabJe 
linings fixed below them. Concrete decks 
are non-cumbustible and provided they 
are properly designed and constructed 
will withstand without complete failure 
the effect of fire for considerable 
periods. 


Insulation: This may consist of com- 
bustible or non-cumbustible materials 
fixed above or below or incorporated in 
the roof deck, and may include loose fill 
materials. 


Combustible linings fixed below the 
deck are liable to spread fire both by 
radiation and by lateral surface spread, 
and in some circumstances by dropping 
flaming icles. Therefore, if com- 
bustible linings are to be used they should 
preferably be above the deck, sandwiched 
between the deck and the covering with- 
out any air space. If these linings are to 
be used below deck they should be of 
BS 476 Surface Spread of Flame Class I, 
or be. underdrawn with a non-cum- 
bustible lining. 


Non-cumbustible linings should. be 
fitted below the deck where they can help 
to protect it from fire. Spaces between 
lining and deck should be either filled 
with non-combustible loose fill material, 
or broken at frequent intervals by sepa- 
rating stops. 

Insulating materials which may be 
used without introducing a fire hazard 
include asbestos insulating board, 
plasterboard, wood-wool slabs, glass fibre, 
mineral wool and vermiculite. Com- 
bustible insulating materials include fibre- 
meee bituminous felts and papers, and 
cork. 


Coverings: Combustible coverings are 
liable to spread fire in the building if the 
deck collapses, and to spread fire on the 
outside if fire penetrates from below. 


Of the materials used for roof covering, 
slate, tiles, asbestos cement, galvanized 
steel, lead, copper, zinc and aluminium 
are all non-combustible, but. asbestos 
cement is liable to shatter. 


Combustible roof coverings include 
bitumen felts of both vegetable and 
mineral base, bitumen protected metal* 
and mastic asphalt. 


*Note.—Mastic asphalt is accepted for 
roofing material when used on a suitable base 
and may be regarded as of a low fire hazard. 
Recent tests under external fire conditions have 
indicated that the base material of bituminous 
felts and the material of the decking may both 
have a significant influences on the sp of 
flame. Asbestos based felts on a concrete deck 
showed no spread of flame and on wood decks 
spread was less than with organic bases. 
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Recommended Forms of Roof 
Construction 


1. Heavy Construction: This form is 
recommended as the best but may be 
uneconomic in many circumstances. A 
typical example would be of concrete five 
inches thick supported on reinforced con- 
crete columns and beams or steel 
stanchions and beams suitably encased 
with brickwork, concrete or other similar 
non-cumbustible material at least two 
inches thick. The advantage of this type 
of construction is that it has a_fire- 
resistance of at least two hours and it is 
non-combustible. Any linings used should 
be non-combustible or at least of Class 
I Surface Spread of Flame. 


In the case of a lighter shel] construc- 
tion this would be of concrete with an 
average thickness of 24-3 inches sup- 
ported on reinforced concrete columns 
and edge beams. 


2. Light Construction: The table below 
shows examples of the forms of construc- 
tion which may be used. Each should be 
so designed as to give at least half an 
hour’s fire-resistance, which will be 
sufficient for many purposes. Other light 
constructions with less resistance to fire 
but with some advantages would consist 
of any of the above types supported on 
unprotected trusses, but with columns 
protected. In general, however, all mem- 
bers of the structural framework should 
have no less a fire-resistance than that 
of the roof itself. 


Impregnation of Combustible Roof 
Materials 


Impregnation of timber structural 
members by flame-retardant agents does 
not render them non-combustible, but it 
reduces the ease of ignition and the rate 
of combustion. Surface treatment 
reduces surface spread of flame, but it is 
less effective than impregnation in reduc- 
ing the rate of combustion of the mass 
of the wood. 


No way has been found of impreg- 
nating fibre insulating board on a com- 
mercial scale, without introducing 
undesirable changes in its properties, but 
a number of surface treatments are 
available which give Class I Spread of 
Flame properties. Again, they do not 
render the boards non-cumbustible. 

Fire Venting 

Ventilation in a roof provides means 
whereby fire can enter or leave a build- 
ing, and, therefore, materially affects the 
fire-resistance of the roof. Sealing of a 


compartment in which there is a fire tends 
to delay the development of the fire, par- 


ticularly where the compartment is small 
and where therefore there is a limited 
supply of air. 

At the same time, there are produced 
in the compartment quantities of heat, 
flammable gases, vapours and smoke 
which tend both to spread fire in the 
compartment and to hinder fire-fighting 
operations and the discovery of the fire 
is delayed. In many circumstances, there- 
fore, ventilation of a compartment in 
which there is a fire may be helpful in 
that although the fire may increase in 
intensity locally the heat, gases, vapour 
and smoke aré cleared and the seat of 
the fire is more readily discovered and 
attacked. It is, however, important that 
the early attendance of the fire brigade 
can be relied upon. 

A system of roof ventilation may be 
particularly valuable in very large 
undivided single-storey factory. buildings 
where the air supply is sufficient in any 
case for fire to develop quickly, and 
where in the absence of roof ventilation 
there would be danger of spread of fire 
by hot gases and vapours. 

The roof space should be divided into 
compartments by the use of roof screens 
or curtains and each compartment should 
be supplied with a ventilator. The 
ventilator may consist either of a panel 
or lantern of plain glass or other material 
which will collapse in the event of fire 
below, or a specially designed automatic 
ventilator operated by a fusible link which 
will be activated by the heat of the fire. 
However, there may be circumstances of 
occupancy and fire brigade attendance 
where automatic fire ventilation may be 
a disadvantage. For example in multi- 
storey buildings additional problems will 
arise in arranging for the venting of com- 
bustion products from the building. 

Each case should be considered on its 
merits and the local fire authority and 
the insurers should always be consulted 
before systems of fire venting are 
installed. Where there is an existing 
sprinkler installation, the effect of the 
ventilation on the operation of the 
sprinkler system should be discussed with 
sprinkler engineers. 

Glazing 

As in the case of ventilation openings 
in roofs, a section of glazing may repre- 
sent a reduction in the fire-resistance of 
the roof. Apart from the need for 
natural lighting such sections may, how- 
ever, provide advantages where fire 
ventilation is required or where access to 
a building is sought by fire fighters. Plain 
glass, wired glass and certain plastics may 
be used but wired glass present difficulties 
of access.

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The aggregate area, measured in the 
plane of the roof, of all plain glazing 
should not exceed one half of the aggre- 
gate roof area, measured in the same 
plane. If wired glazing is used there is 
no restriction provided that the roof is 
of non-combustible construction and the 
frames are of metal having a melting 
point not lower than 1,800° F. Thermo- 
setting resin bonded glass fibre sheets 
and rigid plastic of low ignitability may 
be used if the superficial area of any one 
light does not exceed 40 sq. ft. and if the 
total area of the lights does not exceed 
10 per cent. of that of the roof. 


TECHNICAL COLLEGE 
BUILDING 


Government’s ‘ Press Ahead’ 
Policy 


(THE Government’s policy was to press 


ahead as quickly as possible with tech- 
nical college building, said Sir Edward 
Boyle, Parliamentary Secretary to the Minis- 
try of Education, speaking at the Sheffield 
conference of the Yorkshire group of the 
British Association for Commercial and 
Industrial Education on March 26. A special 
review of progress in planning building pro- 
jects which had not yet started was now 
being undertaken. 

Considerable progress had already been 
made, said Sm Epwarp. Altogether the 
building programmes so far authorised, 
covering four out of the five-year plan for 
expansion of technical education, included 
300 projects valued at a total of over £60m. 
Work to the value of about £12.4m. had 
been started in 1957, compared with £7.8m. 
in 1956. The value of projects completed 
last year was nearly £7m., compared with 
£5.3m. in 1956. 

Sir Edward referred to the challenge pre- 
sented by the ‘bulge’ when it passed from 
secondary education into industry. It would 
present this country with the richest poten- 
tialities that had come its way for many 
generations. He reminded the conference 
that it was on the crest of an increased 
population that our first Elizabethan era was 
able to make such striking economic and 
colonial development. 

The working population of Great Britain 
was likely to increase by one and a half 
millions in the next 25 years, and it had 
been estimated that the total population over 
the age of 15 would increase by 34 millions 
in the same period. The number of people 
not working was likely to increase faster 
than the number of people at work. This 
was a Vivid reminder of the need to increase 
productivity per head of the population. 
Increased productivity must mean an_ in- 
creased demand for skill, and that was why 
the ‘bulge’ was rightly described as an 
opportunity. 

Considerable advance was being made 
along the route laid down by the Govern- 
ment. In the universities we had increased 
the number of students in science and tech- 
nology departments since the war by about 
154 per cent. and 134 per cent. respectively. 
The actual numbers in those departments 
had recently increased from 29,000 in 1955- 
56 to 35,000 in the current session. The 
plan was to increase this total to 55,000 in 
the mid-1960s. 

Since the White Paper was published, full- 
time students in the technical colleges had

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increased from 63,000 to 76,000 and of these 
the number of sandwich course students had 
gone up from 1,500 to 4,000. About 1,400 
students were now in courses leading to the 
new Diploma in Technology. These figures 
were the result of an improving partnership 
between technical colleges and industry. 

Many firms were now training as many 
apprentices as they could handle, but a 
further big step forward depended on the 
firms who did not now have a training pro- 
gramme. There were some firms which 
ought to be undertaking a larger share of the 
training of future craftsmen and technicians, 
either through group apprenticeship 
schemes, establishment of joint training 
centres or releasing young people for full- 
time courses covering the initial period of 
apprenticeship. Any advance in technical 
education in the colleges must be accom- 
panied by a development of training 
methods in industry. 


NATIONAL PARKS 
COMMISSION 


Concern at Threats to Landscape 
Beauty 


IN their eighth annual report, now pub- 
lished (HMSO, price 5s. 6d.), the National 
Parks Commission speak of the ever-present 
threats from many quarters to the slender 
reserves of our unspoiled countryside. 
During the year, the Commission have 
pressed on with the designation of areas of 
outstanding natural beauty under section 87 
of the Act, so that further areas of fine land- 
scape can enjoy the special protection which 


-it-is the object of the Act to afford. The 


first areas have been established—in the 
Gower Peninsula, in Lleyn, and the Quan- 
tock Hills—while the Order designating the 
Surrey Hills awaits confirmation by the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government. 
The Commission are actively engaged in the 
designation of sections of the Dorset Coast 
and its hinterland, areas in Cornwall, Can- 
nock Chase, the Northumberland Coast, 
sections of the north and south coasts of 
Devon, the Sussex Downs, the Shropshire 
Hills and the Malvern Hills. 

The designation of the Brecon Beacons 
National Park during the year brings the 
total number of Nationa] Parks up to 10, 
covering about one eleventh of the total area 
of England and Wales. 

The report records a number of actions 
which the Park Planning Authorities have 
taken, or plan to undertake, in the parks. 
Although the existing Government embargo 
on new capital expenditure has postponed, 
for the time being, many of the creative 
projects which have been planned, the Com- 
missin are glad to note that the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government have felt 
able, in a few instances, to enable park 
planning authorities to proceed with land 
acquisition and with the actual work of tree 
planting or car park construction, so that 
some impetus may be maintained in creative 
National Parks work. 

The litter nuisance has continued to give 
much concern to the Commission and to the 
park planning authorities. The Commission 
have, in many ways, brought before the 
public their maxim ‘ Take your Litter Home,’ 
but say that ‘it is abundantly clear that 
unceasing and widespread propaganda is 
required if public behaviour is to be 


improved.’ The Commission are, however, 
of opinion that when, as is expected, legisla- 
tion dealing with the litter problem is intro- 
duced into Parliament, a provision should be 
included making the wrongful deposit of 
litter a statutory offence. They have no 
doubt that magistrates would be more 
vigorous in enforcing statutory as contrasted 
with by-law requirements. 

The Commission report upon a number of 
proposals for development affecting natural 
beauty in National Parks and other beautiful 
areas. Some of these have been projects 
of great magnitude such as the developments 
at Milford Haven, where the Commission 
have secured several safeguarding conditions, 
which will help to mitigate, in some measure, 
the serious effect which these large-scale 
industrial uses must have on the natural 
scenery of the Pembrokeshire Coast National 
Park. 

The Commission have been much con- 
cerned at the effect which the Government’s 
nuclear power programme, seeking sites in 
isolated places and where large quantities 
of cooling water must be to hand, may have 
upon National Parks or other areas recog- 
nised as of high landscape quality. This 
anxiety arises, they say, ‘not only from the 
location of the stations themselves, but also 
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from the siting of the large pylons and trans- 
mission lines necessary to connect the sta- 
tions with centres of population or the grid. 
The scale and naturé of such development is 
wholly alien to the very purpose of National 
Parks, which is the preservation of the 
distinctive rural character of fine landscape 
for the enjoyment and recreation both of 
this present generation and of future gener- 
ations of our people. We hold that the siting 
of large-scale imdustry in National Parks 
should be sanctioned only on over-riding and 
inescapable national necessity, and after 
alternative ‘sites outside National Park areas 
have zealously been sought. Unless there 
is such proved national need, there is in our 
opinion no justification for sacrifice of the 
essential character of unspoilt country, which 
is itself a real, if intangible, national asset.” 

In particular, they are concerned at the 
project to establish a nuclear power station 
in the Snowdonia National Park, on the 
north shore of Trawsfynydd Lake, and have 
urged the Minister of Power, the Minister 
responsible for authorising the development, 
to hold a public inquiry, jointly with the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government. 
The Minister has since acceded to this 
request and the inquiry was held on 
February 12. 





The Jointless Flooring (Oxychloride) Association 


VISIT TO WESTERN GERMANY 


A PARTY of members of the Jointless 
Flooring (Oxychloride) Association 
accepted an invitation to visit Western Ger- 
many by Fachverein Steinholz E.V., this 
being the German Association concerned 
with Oxychloride flooring. The object of 
this was to exchange views and information 
regarding developments in the industry, and 
to examine some of the methods, materials, 
machines, etc., in use in Germany. 

The Council decided that it would’ be 
policy to accept this invitation, and the 
party, which was limited to six, consisted 
of: Mr. D. W. Jordan, president of the 
Association; Mr. S. W. Thomson (British 
Doloment Co., Ltd.); Mr. G. M. Mason 
Marbolith Flooring Co., Ltd.); Mr. 
R. D. M. Jordan (Liotex Flooring Co., Ltd.); 
Mr. J. P. Reed (A. Elder Reed & Co., Ltd.); 
Mr. F. E. Felce. Mr. J. G. Allanby, secre- 
tary of the Association, accompanied the 
party as independent adviser and to produce 
a report for circulation to all members of 
the Association. In addition, Mr. F. W. T. 
Freese acted as guide and interpreter 
throughout the visit. 

The party left London on November 3, 
arriving at Bremen on the following day. 
They were conducted round various sites 
during their stay, including Bremen ship- 
yard. 

From Bremen the party traveled to Dort- 
mund, then on to Bonn, where the party 
attended a conference on November 7 at 
the West German Association premises. 

The following are some observations 
made by Mr. Allanby during the visit: 
The party were informed that the West 
German Government had made a grant of 
£5,000 to the Association for research 


Colours of floors seen in Germany were 
generally superior to those in this country, 
due to the fact that synthetic pigments are 


invariably used. Although a good deal more 
expensive than ordinary oxides, etc., this 
is to some extent offset by the smaller pro- 
portion which is necessary. In addition, a 
wider range of colours is available. 

Although bitumen emulsions did not 
appear to be generally employed on floors 
in Germany, they are sometimes used in 
undercoats with the object of improving the 
damp-resisting properties. Occasionally, 
the rough sawdust or chippings used for 
underlays are coated with bitumen. 

PVA emulsions are now universally used 
by the Germans for top coat werk, this 
being added to the chloride at the wet mix 
stage. It is probable that the use of such 
emulsions accounts for the excellent finish 
of the bulk of the floors inspected. 

Shortage of experienced labour, particu- 
larly that for the laying of first-class floors 
in marble and mottled patterns, is as acute 
in Germany as in this country, and British 
member firms should give attention to the 
training of more men for this class of work. 

The general practice in Germany appears 
to be for the contractor to be responsible 
for the laying of the screed when plastic 
tiles or linoleum form the floor finish. It is 
this fact which apparently has resulted in 
the extensive use of magnesite underlays. 
Although neither of the firms visited manu- 
facture magnesite tiles, there appears to be 
a market for these in Germany. 

The trade there is well organised, the 
Association, having about 120 members; it 
is divided into separate regions, with the 
central laboratory at Bonn. It is understood 
that about 40,000 tens of magnesite are 
consumed annually by the flooring industry 
in West Germany, but it would appear that 
a large proportion of this is used in under- 
lays for other floor finishes. 

It is hoped that a reciprocal visit to this 
country can be arranged in the future.

Smokeless Fires Regulations

less zone it would not be possible for grants 
to be obtained for the conversion of fire- 
places in buildings erected after July, 1956. 

Under the new by-law only heating or 
cooking appliances designed for burning 
gas, electricity, coke or anthracite shall be 
provided in the new buildings. Buildings 
altered, extended or begun before the date 
the by-law becomes effective, or for which

Shakers Under the Thames 


UR shaker conveyors complete with 

duckbill loaders, built by Distington 
Engineering Co., Ltd., 17 Westbourne-road, 
Sheffield 10, are helping to speed up con- 
struction of the £11 million tunnel under 
the Thames between Dartford and Purfleet. 
This is the longest road-river tunnel to be 
undertaken since the Mersey Tunnel was 
completed in 1934. Working in a sticky 
mixture of gravel and chalk and with 
gradients of up to 1 in 10, the duckbill 
loaders scoop up the material and deposit 
it on the shaker conveyors, each of which 
is capable of being extended to a length of 
100 yards. From the shaker conveyors, the 
material passes to belt conveyors which 
load it into crushers, where it is mixed with 
water and pumped to the surface. 

On the Kent side of the river, the 28-ft. 
diameter tunnel is now being driven into 
the chalk at the rate of about 80 ft. per 
month. On the Essex side it still has 300 
ft. to go before entering solid chalk.

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Protection of Structures Against Subsidence 


A PAPER AT THE RICS 


OME of the main points concerning 

mining subsidence and how these are 
related to the protection of surface structures 
were presented by Mr. K. WaRDELL, FRICS, 
AMIME, at a meeting of the Royal Institu- 
tion of Chartered Surveyors on March 3, 
held at 12, Great George-street, SW1. From 
the paper entitled ‘ The Protection of Struc- 
tures Against Subsidence,’ we take the 
following extracts: 

Structures may be protected from the 
effects of mining subsidence either by the 
control of ground movement or by so design- 
ing the structure that ground movement 
results in a minimum of damage. The con- 
trol of ground movement is wholly the 
province of the mining engineer or surveyor 
while structural design is that of the architect, 
the structural or the civil engineer. Before 
the latter can design effectively, however, an 
assessment must be made of the anticipated 
ground movement. In that sense, the 
mining engineer cannot be divorced from 
questions of structural design. He is, how- 
ever, only qualified to pass judgment on 
design and constructional] details in so far as 
they are directly related to combating the 
effects of ground movement. 


A structure can naturally be protected 
from damage by leaving the supporting coal 
unworked. Most structures can withstand 
a certain degree of ground movement with 
little or no apparent damage and the dimen- 
sions of supporting pillars can be determined 
in conformity with this. In the extreme 
case, where no movement at all is to be 
allowed, the support area in a seam is sub- 
tended by the limiting angle drawn around 
the structure. It will be appreciated that 
the deeper the seam the greater will be the 
area of support and, for a seam of given 
thickness, the greater will be the quantity of 
mineral sterilised. 


Costly Precautions 


Generally speaking, designers have known 
that their building ground would be affected 
by mining, but have had little or no informa- 
tion about the nature, amount and duration 
of the ground movements. Under these 
circumstances, it is natural enough that their 
general inclination should have been towards 
deeper and stronger foundations with com- 
paratively small units of construction to 
minimise the effect of tilt. Such precautions 
inevitably led to additional cost often with- 
out commensurate immunity from damage. 
Some examples were quoted by Mr. D. E. E. 
Gibson, FRIBA, in his recent paper to the 
Royal Institute of British Architects.* 

Mr. Gibson’s design takes advantage of 
modern conceptions of ground movement, 
and in so doing, it must meet with success. 
It has not been argued that this construction 
will suffer no damage, but only that it will at 
all times remain safe and weatherproof and 
that what damage does occur will be quickly 
and easily repairable. 

Some years ago the author was consulted 
about a problem of serious surface damage, 
which was taking place where a thick seam 
was being extracted at comparatively shallow 
depth.- Three rows of terraced property were

being undermined by an advancing face and 
several houses in the first row had already 
been damaged beyond repair and had had to 
be evacuated. Although cracks and fissures 
were being opened up in the ground surface 
by the advancing wave of tension, it was 
evident that the really severe damage was 
being caused by the following very heavy 
compression of the ground. It might be 
pointed out here that more cases of damage 
are caused by tension than by compression, 
but the really severe and often irreparable 
damage to traditional structures nearly 
always results from strong ground compres- 
sion. 


In this instance, it was suggested that the 
ground compression might be relieved by 
excavating trenches between the terraced 
rows to a depth well below foundation level. 
To test the effectiveness of this procedure, 
careful measurements of the ground strains 
were made both along the side of the road- 
way and over the trenches. The strains at 
the time of maximum development made it 
clear that the compression of the ground 
surface was considerably relieved by the 
trenches. This was also reflected by the fact 
that the second two terraced rows suffered 
much less severe damage than the first and 
were capable of repair. 


This principle is now being used in the 
design of schools for Barnsley County 
Borough. 


So far as existing structures are concerned, 
the precautions which can be taken when 
they are threatened by damage are largely of 
a first-aid nature. They are also largely 
dictated by the anticipated ground move- 
ments. There is little or no benefit to be 
gained, for example, by strapping a building 
externally which will only be subjected to 
compression, although this precaution can 
sometimes be beneficial against tensional 
ground strains. Heavy tension may cause 
ceiling and roof joists to leave their seatings 
and if this is a real possibility temporary 
wooden supports for the joists can be erected 








internally.

BELGIAN CONGO.—It would seem 
that the planning for the Inga Scheme is 
not particularly far advanced since the 
main action of the Government has been 
to set up yet another study body, the 
National Institute for the Development of 
the Lower Congo. The cost of the first 
stage, which is all that is practicable at 
present, would be over £110m., excluding 
the cost of establishing consuming indus- 
tries, enlarging port installations, etc. In 
the first stage a power station with a 
capacity of 1,500 megawatts will be built, 
also a series of stations with a final total 
capacity of 25 to 30 thousand megawatts. 
It now seems possible that the Kouilou dam 
scheme in French Equatorial Africa will go 
through first as planning is much more 
advanced. Kouilou will have an installed 
capacity of 800 megawatts and will supply 
current for a range of new industries, in- 
cluding aluminium, to be established in 
Pointe-Noire. ... The $40m. loan from 
the World Bank is to be used to finance the 
completion by 1961 of the all-weather 
metalled road from Leopoldville to Matadi, 
and a number of other roads of which the 
following are the most important: Leopold- 
ville—Kenge, Jadotville—Kolwezi, Kindu— 
Kalima and Rutshura—Uganda frontier 
connection with Kasese railhead to Kam- 
pala. : 


DOMINICAN REPUBLIC.—Extensions 
to the schemes to rebuild and extend the 
working class districts in Ciudad Trujillo 
were announced, and will include the con- 
struction of 6,000 houses for working 
people. The whole scheme is now expected 
to cost about £6m. Preparatory work for 
the construction of 1,000 houses has begun. 
... It has been announced that more than 
fim. will be spent on enlarging and 
modernising the Ingenio Consuel Sugar 
Mill, one of the Dominican-owned mills 
belonging to the Compania Azucarera, 
Haina 


DOMINICAN REPU BLIC.—The Depart- 
ment of Public Works states that during 1957 
a total of 17 bridges was built—16 of con- 
crete and one of steel—at a cost of over 
£1,200,000. Another important steel bridge 
is planned for construction this year. It is 
for the Piedra Gorda-Pedregal road over the 
Rio Isabela and will be 144 ft. long. 


FEDERATION OF MALAYA.—It has 
been announced by the Chief Port Mana- 
ger at Port Swettenham that work on the 
North Klang Straits project is to begin 
this year. Initially, three 60-ft. deepwater 
berths are to be provided; though it has 
since been reported that the Government is 
considering a fourth berth. Consideration 
is also being given to the development of a 
petroleum berth slightly to the north of the 
new Port area.... The head of the 
Malayan Film Unit has announced that it 
is hoped to begin work on the Unit's new 
44-acre headquarters in the middle of this 
year, the cost of which is estimated to be 
about £110,000... . Further details have 
now been given of Stage 1 of the Cameron 
Highlands Hydro-Electric Scheme. Addi- 
tional tender invitations are expected to be 
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issued around June... . The Director of 
Public Works has drawn attention to the 
fact that his Department is seriously short 
of skilled men and that -as a result his 
Department has had to turn over several 
million dollars’ worth of work to private 
architects amd contractors. 


PORTUGAL.—The Municipal Council 
of Oporto is planning the construction of a 
skyscraper of 23 storeys to house 83 
families, which will have a ground-level 
garage for 140 cars. . . . The contract for 
the equipment required to establish a steel 
industry in Portugal has now definitely been 
awarded to a group headed by the well- 
known German firm of Demag. The 
Government has given a guarantee of the 
value of £10m. for the cost of the imports 
required under this contract. ... The 
President of the Nuclear Energy Board said 
recently that his Board had proposed the 
inclusion in the Second Six Year Develop- 
ment Plan of a factory at a cost of £3m. for 
the production of metallic uranium in the 
centre of the country.

trade —curtain-walling, windows, doors,

In addition, 25,919 new houses have been 
built by private enterprise, bringing the 
gross total to 326,565.

(H.M.S.0.,_ price 3d.), published on 
March 31. 


Completions this year now total 4,985, 
compared with 4,831 at the same date last 
year.
